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TEAMWORK AND DESIGN 


WO Eds are better than one!’ was the flippant but friendly greeting of 
Sir Edwin Lutyens for Sir Edwin Cooper when the latter became a 
member of the Academy. In no other but a numerical sense would either of 
those stalwarts of the last generation of architects have been ready to admit 
that two Eds (or heads) were better than one in the matter of architectural 
design. Today, however, there is a tendency to think that six may be better still. 
In the past, when private practice predominated, partnerships were often 
very successful, particularly when the functions were separated and each 
partner could pursue his special interest complementarily to and in harmony 
with the other. Such partnerships still happily survive though in diminishing 
numbers; with the growth of the large ‘factory’ type of practice and the large 
official office the position has radically altered, and the growing complications 
of practice have resulted, inevitably it would seem, in departmentalisation and 
delegation. In large offices, both private and official, teamwork is the order of 
the day, and it is common to have several design ‘credits’ for a single job. 

To some extent this may be no more than belated justice. In the past there was 
much undesirable ‘ghosting,’ and some principals were almost unprincipled in 
the extent to which they would take credit for the work of others. Has the 
practice of delegation of the design function weakened design itself? Are chief 
architects, both private and official, too much occupied with organisation and 
administration to give proper attention to creative design? Are some offices too 
large? Does teamwork really work? Are teams apt to be dominated by the 
strongest personality rather than by the best designer? These are some of the 
questions that arise from the changes that have taken place of recent years in 
architectural practice. 

We reprint in this issue a thoughtful article contributed to the January 
number of the ‘AA Journal,’ by Meinheer J. J. P. Oud, the distinguished 
Dutch architect, who holds that teamwork in the sense of the preparation of a 
joint design detracts from the greatness of architecture. “One giance around 
you,’ ne writes, * will show you that the world’s really important architectural 
monuments have always been the product of a single mind and stand to the 
credit of one man. Has anyone ever heard of a ‘Frank Lloyd Wright team ° or a 
* Mies van der Rohe team’? I think not. These architects may have worked 
with pupils or colleagues, but they remain, without the slightest reservation, 
the spiritual fathers of their works.’ Again: ‘ We know Walt Disney employs 
innumerable assistants, but I have always heard his films called *“*Disney films.” 
And rightly so, for they always bear the hallmark of Disney’s personality.’ 

Meinheer Oud is ready to accept team architecture as he accepts what he 
calls the anonymous * school” of architecture of the Middle Ages (as modern 
research has shown, however, much of this was not anonymous but the work of 
robust individuals); but he appears to prefer what Gropius has slightingly 
called * prima donna’ architecture to the *‘ chorus architecture’ that he fears 
must follow from the adoption of Gropius’s principles. A certain amount of 
‘chorus architecture’ is inevitable, perhaps desirable. The gem looks all the 
better for a simple setting. Old-fashioned personal artistry could, and often 
did, produce visual disunity. At the other extreme, however, teamwork may 
become equally unsatisfactory because it produces undue uniformity. 

Meinheer Oud believes that a building which has power to move us profoundly 
cannot result from teamwork and he may be right. Must we therefore be 
reconciled to a dreary future of uninspiring architecture? We must hope not. 
It should not be forgotten that, questions of teamwork apart, we are in the 
early stages of an architectural revolution unparalleled since the renaissance. 
New building techniques are being experimented with, new possibilities of 
design explored. Much that we are doing today will probably look primitive 
in a few years’ time. The new architecture is lacking in a finesse that it can 


expect to have only after a long period of development. The historical styles 
did not mature in a day. 


E 
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Teamwork has practical advantages, especially in the practice that is so large 
that it is impossible for the principal to carry each project through himself. 
But he should not delegate the conception. That the ‘team office’ can produce 
dull architecture is obvious enough. Much must depend on the ability and the 
power of inspiration of the leader of the team. Will time automatically produce 
the inspired leaders that architecture will need if teamwork is to produce better 
results, or are we to see a return to the old system of the dominant principal 
with his staff of assistants? Meinheer Oud appears to favour the latter method. 
Is he right? 


THE HAMPSTEAD DECISION 


l + due consideration, the Planning Committee of Hampstead Borough 

Council has abjured the architectural competition for its proposed new 
Civic Centre and appointed Mr. Basil Spence, OBE, ARA, ARSA, FRIBA, as 
architect for the scheme. The reasons for this decision are given in a report 
which we reproduce in this issue. The chief one would appear to be that after 
inquiries of local authorities who have built civic centres in recent years, the 
buildings which appeared most satisfactory and were represented to the Com- 
mittee as such were not those resulting from public competition. Much depends, 
of course, on the buildings selected for inquiry, and we have no doubt that 
by shrewd selection an equally good case would be made out for competitive 
design. 

Nor is it a completely convincing argument that the design chosen by an 
assessor might not be suitable for the borough. It is most unlikely that the 
stylistic inclinations of a local authority if made clear would be deliberately 
disregarded by the RIBA in the appointment of an assessor. Moreover, few 
designs, whether selected by competition or by direct appointment of an 
architect, go through unaltered. Building committees may be relied on to see 
to that. 

A more important argument from the point of view of a local authority 
that needs a ‘name,’ is that, in the circumstances of today ‘architects of the 
eminence and calibre which we consider Hampstead desires for its new Civic 
Centre are not likely to enter for an architectural competition.’ In the past, of 
course, when offices were slack, it was often otherwise. Nevertheless, distin- 
guished names have not always been a guarantee of complete success. The 
great virtue of the architectural competition is that it gives opportunity to new 
talent, as indeed it did in the case of Coventry Cathedral. 

The competition system has undoubtedly seen a decline of recent years, yet 
it would be against the interests of architecture if it were to die out. We must 
hope for a revival so that the gifted young men who should be coming along 
may have an opportunity of showing their quality. 

In the meantime, congratulations to Mr. Spence, who may be relied upon, 
as Hampstead says, to ‘produce a design which will be both functional and 
imaginative and have artistic merit.’ How fortunate for him as for the art of 
architecture that the diocese of Coventry did not think along the same lines as 
does the planning committee of Hampstead.

Discussion on the combina- 
tion of the arts in building 














()PENING the recent discussion at the 

RIBA on ‘Architecture and the 
Other Arts’ (reported in our last issue) 
Professor J. M. Richards hoped it would 
not be ‘ woolly.” He must have been dis- 
appointed. One or two speakers were 
precise enough. Mr. Basil Spence was in 
favour of collaboration between archi- 
tects, painters and sculptors at the design 
stage; Mr. Reg Butler was not; Mr. 
Stephen Bone preferred the architect to 
he dead: Mr. McMorran referred to the 
work of the Art Workers’ Guild; Mr. 
Llewellyn Smith made some good points 
about training; and Mr. Basil Taylor fore- 
saw no fruitful collaboration between 
hand-made painting and sculpture and 
machine-made architecture. The rest of 
the discussion was extremely woolly. 


If these debates about collaboration in 
the arts are to be of any practical benefit 
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someone will have to do some preliminary 
research to give the speakers something 
to ‘bite on. How much architectural] 
painting and sculpture is being done, if 
any? What is the subject matter? Who 
are the patrons? What are the prospects? 
And what are the fees? Some reliable 
information on such points as these would 
produce much more useful discussions,

Hampstead Civic Centre 


PLANNING COMMITTEE’S VIEWS 


Qs January 20 the Planning Committee 
f Hampstead Borough Council 
issued recommendations to the Council 
on the subject of the appointment of an 
architect for the civic centre proposed on 
a site at Swiss Cottage. The committee 
state 
In February last we reported to the 
Council as regards the alternative pro- 
cedures which could be adopted over the 
appointment of an architect for the pro- 
posed new civic centre at Swiss Cottage. 
In our report we advised the Council that 
an architect could be appointed through 
either a competition (open or limited), or 
by direct appointment, and that, in our 
opinion, the latter was the more advant- 
ageous method. We had reached this 
conclusion as a result of inquiries made 
of other local authorities who had built 
civic centres in recent years; in this con- 
nection our civic centre sub-committee 
inspected various civic buildings consist- 
ing in each case of offices, council suite 
and assembly halls, and this, at the same 
time. enabled us to formulate an early 
opinion on the type of structure which 
the Council might consider building. In 
their visits ‘ the sub-committee also 
obtained information on the ways in 
which scheme architects were appointed 
varying, as already stated, from public 
competition on the one hand to direct 
appointment of an architect on the other. 
The buildings which appeared most 
satis!actory and were represented to us as 
such were not those resulting from public 
competition; indeed the conclusion was 
quite the reverse. This might have been 


attributable to the absence of inclination 
on the part of established and experienced 
architects to expend the time and labour 
necessary to produce plans for a public 
competition without guarantee of their 
acceptance, and to the difficulties en- 
countered by architects of less experience 
in carrying through major projects. 

We therefore concluded, as_ then 
reported to the Council, that the most 
advantageous procedure would be to 
select one architect from a short list... . 

We accordingly obtained nominations 
from the Royal Institute of British 
Architects and from other sources, and in 
all the names of 28 architects were put 
forward for our consideration. We 
referred the matter to the civic centre 
sub-committee with instructions to sub- 
mit the names of a smaller number of 
architects from whom the Committee 
could make a final selection. The sub- 
commiitee reduced the list to nine firms 
and individuals, who were asked if they 
wished to be considered for appointment 
and, if so, to submit particulars and 
photographs of their work. The 
sub-committee submitted to us _ five 
names. We thereupon inspected build- 
ings designed by each of these five archi- 
tects and nominated by them for the 
occasion. 

We have now further considered the 
question generally, including a review of 
the relative advantages and disadvantages 
of appointment either direct by the 
Council or by means of some type of 
competition, and reaffirm our views, as 
previously expressed, that direct appoint- 
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ment is to be preferred. Apart from the 
objections already mentioned, we are of 
opinion that disadvantages might arise 
through competitions, the most serious of 
which is the risk that the design chosen by 
the assessor might not be suitable for the 
Borough, and that in such an event the 
Council would be put to considerable 
needless expense in paying compensation 
and making other arrangements. It 
should be borne in mind that the rules 
relating to competitions laid down by the 
Royal Institute of British Architects 
permit of very little flexibility so far as 
the promoters are concerned; in any event 
in choosing an assessor it is desirable to 
have some regard to the style of archi- 
tecture which he is likely to favour. An 
advantage of direct appointment is that 
the architect can be given an indication 
of the type of building the Council has in 
mind and could consult the Council and 
its officers as points emerge during 
preparation of the plans. This is par- 
ticularly valuabie in our view and is not 
possible in a competition except in 
matters of detail after the winning design 
has been chosen. Finally, we are con- 
vinced that architects of the eminence 
and calibre which we would consider 
Hampstead desires for its new civic 
centre are not likely to enter for an 
architectural competition. 


We have, therefore, chosen an archi- 
tect who has a national and indeed inter- 
national reputation and has made con- 
siderable study of civic architecture both 
in this country and abroad. We feel that 
he will produce a design which will be 
both functional and imaginative, and will 
at the same time have artistic merit... 
and recommend that, subject to the 
preparation of a contract satisfactory to 
the Town Clerk, Mr. Basil Spence, OBE, 
ARA, ARSA, FRIBA, be appointed.

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REBUILDING PLAN 
FOR ST. THOMAS’S 
HOSPITAL 
£7m. Scheme for Thames Site 


PLAN to rebuild St. Thomas’s Hos- 
pital, SEl, was announced on 
January 2. Details of the proposed 
development, the central part of which is 
a main ward block 11 storeys high with 
an overall height of nearly 140 ft., were 
given at a Press conference by Sir Arthur 
Howard, Treasurer of the hospital, and 
Mr. W. Fowler Howitt, ARIBA, architect 
for the scheme. 


The Minister of Health has informed the 
Governors of the hospital that he accepts 
the principle of replacing the existing build- 
ings by a new hospital of 827 beds on the 
present site facing the Houses of Parlia- 
ment. His approval of this scheme is sub- 
ject to agreement being reached between 
the Governors and the Ministry of Health, 
on the scale of departmental and residential 
accommodation to be provided. 


The overall cost of the scheme, which will 
cover a site twice the size of the present 
one, is estimated at about £7,000,000. 


In July, 1948, the new Board of Gov- 
ernors, appointed under the National Health 
Service, inherited the reconstruction pro- 
posals formulated in 1944 by Sir William 
Holford, FRIBA, then consulting architect. 
A key factor in this scheme was the diver- 
sion of that part of the existing Lambeth 
Palace-road. The road diversion was inclu- 
ded in the County of London Plan and will 
be carried out in 1959-60. 


In 1955 extensive structural damage to 
the existing buildings became apparent and 
investigation disclosed that the economies 
in cost which it had been hoped to secure 
by retaining and adapting the existing build- 
ings would not be forthcoming. The Gov- 
ernors decided to proceed with a scheme of 
rebuilding which would for little, if any, 
additional expenditure give the advantages 
of greater freedom in planning and con- 
struction combined with a potential saving 
in maintenance. 


The new proposals were prepared by Mr. 
Howitt, and envisage rebuilding in four 
stages. An important factor in planning is 
the necessity of keeping the existing hospital 
in full operation with the minimum of 


disruption during 
rebuilding. 

The patients’ accommodation will be set 
back about 120 yards from the river and 
consist of the main ward block, linked to 
a parallel four-storey outpatient block. 

The eight-storey residential blocks are 
placed nearer the river at either end and 
will be connected to the patients’ accommo- 
dation by low buildings and colonnades. 
Provision is also made for the eventual 
rebuilding of the Medical School and for 
student residential accommodation. 

The construction will be of reinforced 
concrete, and the aim throughout is to pro- 
vide large column-free spaces which give 
the maximum freedom for internal adapta- 


the whole course of 
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tion necessitated by the constant changes of 
medical technique. 

On current prices, the estimated cost of 
the main hospital block, which may take 
several years to complete, is £4,500,000. In

the meantime the Governors, using their 
endowment funds, have taken all possible 
steps in the preparatory work of acquiring 
and preparing the site. They have been 
purchasing land required for the new hos- 
pital over a number of years and have 
already spent over £250,000 on a block of 
flats to rehouse tenants who might be dis- 
placed. They have also undertaken to make 
available further sums if required to secure 
the completion of the new road and the 
availability of the whole site. 

It is hoped that building operations will 
be started some time next year. The scheme 
will now be submitted to the Royal Fine 
Art Commission and the London County 
Council.

GIR,—No one will doubt the suitable- 

ness of commissioning Mr. Basil 
Spence to design the Hampstead Town 
Hall because we know he will put the 
same thought into it that he has put into 
his other work. 


What I think is to be deplored, how- 
ever, is the fact that competitions are in 
disfavour. It is hardly necessary to recall 
that Mr. Basil Spence won the Coventry 
Cathedral competition with a very bril- 
liant scheme, and there are perhaps other 
young and medium-young architects who 
might show equal brilliance in civic 
buildings if given the opportunity. 

I built up a practice on competitions— 
nothing spectacular in size, but sufficient 
to put me on the way, and the exercise 
was very valuable. It is one means of 
providing an opportunity for young men 
to establish themselves in practice. 

I think we should try to work out some 
simplified form of competitions.

Lavenham: A Case for the 
National Trust 


To the Editor of The Builder 


QIR,—In answer to Mr. Hodson’s letter 
published last week, I was most inter- 
ested to see the earlier photograph of the 
house he owns in the High-street. I will 
admit straight away that in this case Mr. 
Hodson made a distinct improvement 
with his restoration. The sash windows 
with the brick wall projecting well in 
front of the original half-timber face was 
a clumsy effort by somebody and as far 
as I can see, wholly unnecessary. It 
enlarged an already very big room. 
The two photographs published do, 
however, confirm my point and I am glad 
to find I was right in the article printed in 
your issue of December 20, in saying that 
fairly recent alterations had been carried 
out to this building. As Mr. Hodson 
so rightly suggests, one has to be careful 
about laying down the law on what is 
right and what is wrong. I could not 
help feeling, at the time, that diamond 
panes looked wrong and having now 
looked at this building again (at the 
recent television visit) I note that the first 
floor window has been changed (pre- 
sumably by Mr. Hodson) from rectangu- 
lar to diamond lead panes. 
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It may be niggling, as Mr. Hodson says, 
put | think it was a pity that he did not leave 
the rectangular panes as they were, even if 
they were not the original ones. They were, 
| should say, a good 250 years old and that 
makes a little bit of history for the informed 
person to read. 

The ground-floor windows would have 
been happier if they had followed the first- 
floor in shape of pane and square head. It 
is rather over-restoring to give them pointed 
heals especially if no evidence existed to 
sugzest this shape. As regards external 
plaster: ‘It is a mistake to assume that 
plaster should be removed. .. .” I quote 
from * Repair of Ancient Buildings’ by A. R. 
Powys. Several paragraphs are given on this 
particular point and good reasons for leaving 
the plaster in most cases. This book is used 
officially by the SPAB and the author is a 
notible expert on the subject. The Laven- 
han: Preservation Society’s Honorary Archi- 
tect. Mr. Marshall Sisson, would I am sure 
agr:e with every word in this book. 

As for the National Trust, I realise that 
moiiey is needed to bring them in. I suggest 
tha: the time is now ripe to launch a national 
appeal again for funds to preserve Laven- 
han: for the nation. Surely it is one of the 
bes! remaining examples we have.

Private Work by Officials 
To the Editor of The Builder 


S R,—The Builder has never claimed to 
be prejudiced in favour of those archi- 
tecis who are the salaried employees of 
local authorities; it is therefore not sur- 
prising that the disclosure that some mem- 
bers of a Borough Surveyor’s Department 
have been earning a few guineas in their 
own time should provide the text for an 
uncharitable Christmas editorial. 

The kind of activity complained about 
is not within my personal experience but 
I can well imagine that some assistant 
architects, surveyors, engineers, building 
surveyors and draughtsmen on_ local 
authority staffs do on occasion supple- 
ment their incomes by making block 
plans and odd drawings for garages and 
such like minor projects which most 
private practitioners would consider it un- 
economical to bother with: now and 
again they might even make a by-law plan 
for a small house for a local builder. 

| do know that this practice is by no 
means confined to those you call ‘officials’; 
salaried assistants in private offices in- 
dulge in the same hobby. Therefore I 
take strong objection to the inference in 
your leader that any ill effects which prac- 
tising architects might suffer from this 
kind of homework are entirely the fault 
of certain local authority employees. You 
generously admit that there is no doubt 
about the freedom of local government 
employees to do what they like in their 
own time. This is indeed a fundamental 
right, fortunately not restricted to 
officials: a right which can only be cur- 
tailed with the free consent of the indi- 
vidual. 

The RIBA Council have repeatedly 
affirmed this fundamental right, and the 
impropriety of any intervention between 
an employee and his employer in such 
matters. At the same time they have 


made it quite clear that the Code of Pro- 
fessional Conduct and the Scale of Fees 
must be observed by all, and any infringe- 
ment will be dealt with if it is reported 
with supporting evidence. Furthermore, 
Clause 12 of the Code of Conduct covers 
every case where an architect in local or 
central government is by reason of his 
office in a position to influence the grant- 
ing of an approval. 

This is as far as any professional body 
can reasonably be expected to go in regu- 
lating the lawful activities of its members, 
who are no doubt a minority of the people 
complained abcut. Vague generalisations 
are unfair and serve no purpose; specific 
cases with definite evidence could be in- 
vestigated and suitably dealt with where an 
offence against the Code is proved. If the 
offender misuses his employer’s time or 
jeopardises the proper performance of his 
duties, there is no doubt that employers, if 
they are made aware of the fact, will take 
appropriate action. 

Thus, if he commits an offence against 
the Code, the RIBA member can be 
punished; an employer can take disciplinary 
action against any employee who contra- 
venes the terms of his engagement. What 
more can be expected? There is certainly 
no justification whatever for any intrusion 
upon the rights of the individual who acts 
within the law. 

It is a sad reflection of the plight of some 
members of our profession that there should 
be private practitioners to whom the loss 
of these relatively paltry jobs should mean 
so much. The erection of an iron curtain 
between official architects and what have 
been called the ‘preserves’ of private practice 
is no solution; those of us who are happy 
to be associated with private practitioners 
in official works are thankful that no such 
barrier exists.

SIR,—It is a pity that the matter of 
private spare-time work by assistant 
architects should have become a partisan 
issue between private and official archi- 
tects, and I largely blame your leader 
for this. It is, of course nothing of the 
kind. The issue is: should assistant archi- 
tects in full-time employment undertake, 
or be allowed to undertake, private 
work ? —and it therefore applies to 
private and public assistant architects 
alike. 

Clearly an architect is an architect first 
and an assistant second, and what he 
does in his own time is a matter for his 
own decision, provided that what he does 
is not detrimental to his profession. It 
seems to me to be quite indefensible for 
any employer, whether official or private, 
to prohibit private work by qualified 
assistants, just as it is reprehensible for 
any such assistant to undertake to do 
it. The matter is, therefore, not one for 
the individual to decide (whether em- 
ployer or employee) but for the pro- 
fession as a whole. 

A well-known architect with whom I dis- 
cussed this recently told me that the Secre- 
tary of the RIBA, when approached on a 
subject such as this, explained that the Char- 
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ter of the Royal Institute was such that it 
could not legislate in these matters, being in 
the nature of a learned society. If this is so, 
it becomes obvious that the architectural 
equivalent of the Law Society or the British 
Medical Association should be formed to 
deal with all matters (and there are several 
which sorely need such legislation) concern- 
ing all architects, whether public or private, 
principals or assistants. If this were done 
the RIBA could then fulfil its proper 
function as a learned society alongside the 
‘Architecture Society’ or the ‘ British Archi- 
tectural Association,’ and the need for the 
multiplication of other ‘splinter group’ 
societies would largely disappear. 


I write as one who has been 20 years 
(12 as assistant architect) in some of the best 
public offices, and some 13 years as principal 
in private practice, and I would say that 
I am, and always have been, strongly against 
private spare-time work by qualified assist- 
ants, for many reasons. To those who will 
argue that to prevent it as a matter of pro- 
fessional conduct would divert it to the 
untutored, I would say that the sooner this 
happens the sooner will it be realised, if it 
is going to be realised at all, that all archi- 
tectural work should be done by architects, 
as a matter of law. 

I therefore suggest that architects should 
stop petty recrimination, close their ranks 
and pay more regard to their obligations to 
each other. Only in this way can their 
status rise and their remuneration and con- 
ditions of service correspondingly improve.

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HE church was consecrated on October 26, 1957. 

The parish social centre and vicarage were blessed 
after the first service of Holy Communion on Sunday, 
October 27. 

Requirements: A church to seat about 350, a hall 
which can be used with the church to take enlarged 
congregations on special occasions; the High Altar 
to be seen from every seat in the church and hall; 
the normal ancillary rooms and a caretaker’s flat. 
The vicarage was added as it was clearly more econ- 
omical to build it as part of the main contract rather 
than at a later date. The vicar’s family of four 
children required a house of five bedrooms.

The site being unusually long and widest at the Malvern- 
road boundary, it was decided to build towards this end 
of it, and to leave the remaining half of the site to be 
developed at a later date. Also Malvern-road gives a much 
better approach, suitable for a small church with a garden 
of reasonable size. The triangular projection to the south- 
east gives a good site for the vicarage with perfect aspect 
for the main rooms, and a garden of unusual and attractive 
shape. A car park beside the hall provides turning space 
for wedding and funeral processions and for the oil tanker. 
It is surfaced with red macadam. The gardens were laid 
out by Mr. Gates, a local landscape gardener. To conform 
with the modern tendency to bring the High Altar as close 
as possible to the congregation, and to avoid a feeling of 
emptiness between the sanctuary and the choir, this space 
has been made sufficient only for communicants to pass 
each other in comfort.

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The sliding screen between the church and the hall 


The screen between the church and the hall is framed 
in Agba and built in sections hinged together on the 
stressed skin principle for lightness; the two hardboard 
faces are pressed together and glued. The acoustic panels 
consisting of Vynide fabric backed by Porella foamed 
plastic on hardboard were applied and fixed with turned 
oak discs and brass screws. The church side is of grey 
hide texture, and the hall side is of a leaf-patterned fabric 
in mauve shot with red.

The concrete portal frames and purlins were precast 
in two halves with projecting steel plates which were bolted 
together at the apex and around which was later cast an 
in situ key block for appearance and to preserve the steel. 
The apse was formed by six half portal frames with shaped 
heads designed to be interlocking and each having a 
protruding bolt around which an in situ crown block was 
cast to lock the whole structure together. 


The hall was erected before the nave, and this was 
followed by the in situ beams and columns of the ancillary 
block, so that the brickwork could proceed from the flat 
towards the church. This was followed by the in situ 
external columns and vaulted roofs of the two chapels, 
the columns and beam supporting the screen track and the 


west gable of the church, and lastly the framework of the 
tower. 


When once the tops of the gables to the tower had been 
reached, the steel construction of the spire was erected 
in a matter of a few days. Joists were fixed between the 
steel angles, so that the roof boarding could be nailed 
to them. The corner rolls were then fixed, followed by 
the aluminium gutters and spouts, the hair felt, the 
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St. Andrew’s Church 


herringbone sheeting, the ventilating crown and finally 
the cross was fixed by tightening the nuts to the rod 
running through the centre of it. 


The church roof is covered with Penrhyn grey slates 
with a green mottled vein, fixed on battens and counter- 
battens through untearable felt and directly into the 
Celcon slabs, which provide a good fixing for nails. The 
slightly pitched roof to the hall, and the flat roofs generally 
are covered with Anderson’s triplex felt finished with 
Derbyshire fine white spar for solar reflection. 


The statue of St. Andrew over the main entrance was 
executed by Darsie Rawlins, ARBS. The font in the shape 
of a water lily was given by the architects as a memorial 
to Mr. Cyril Farey. It was carved by Mr. Estcourt Clack, 


FRBS, who also carved the oak cover and the sanctuary 
dove. 


Five of the bells came from the bombed Church of St. 
Thomas, Bethnal Green. The parish agreed to make the 
number up to eight in order greatly to increase the number 
of hymn tunes which can be played on them. They are 
operated by one person from a keyboard.

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DETAILS OF THE STAINED GLASS 
St. Andrew’s Church 


The stained glass windows were designed 
by the late Max Nauta, of Amsterdam, 
and were made in Holland. 

Around the star window of the Lord in 
Majesty (5) are grouped four saints 
(Andrew, Miletus, Anselm and Alban). 
On the axis of the north and south ambu- 
latories are figures of Faith and Hope (1). 
The hexagonal west window represents the 
pre-Christian Church by means of the 
Star of David. The three windows to the 
south clerestory denote the Old Testament 
and the six days of Man, the seventh day of 
the Lord being the star window over the 
Altar. The north clerestory windows show 
the heraldic symbols of saints, with our 
Lord in the centre. 

The south or Lady Chapel is to the glory 
of women. The two outer windows 
depicting Saint Veronica (2) and Florence 
Nightingale (3). The two central windows 
are double compositions to show the love 
of children, firstly with the birth of Christ 
and of Moses (4), then of Jesus as a child 
and as a man. The North Chapel is 
devoted to men and shows St. Stephen, 
St. Paul, the Prodigal Son and Jacob's 
dream.

HE origina! concept of this social 

centre was that it should resemble 
a village with the concourse acting as 
the village square or market place, 
with shops and kiosks on its perimeter 
and other facilities leading off. 

This building is a rationalisation of 
this idea. The concourse, which has a 
glazed roof, has the information bureau, 
hairdressing salons, tobacconist shop 
and a hatch to the main servery inter- 
spaced between display cases around 
three sides of its perimeter. Wings 
radiate from three sides of the con- 
course, the largest being the library 
wing, which contains the library, read- 
ing and writing room, music room, 
card room, discussion rooms, and office 
and interview rooms. The café and 
servery together with toilets make up

the other two wings. The third wing con- 
tains the games room and waiting area for 
the hairdressing salons. The fourth side 
of the concourse, which is the main en- 
trance to the centre, and the splayed café 
and games rooms wings embrace a 20 ft. 
terrace facing south-west and flanked by 
flower beds and the garden layout. 


The external walls of the centre area 
are in 11 in. cavity brickwork of a light 
buff colour; internal structural walls are 
also in brick, but non-structural partitions 
are in hollow pastition blocks. The floor- store 
ing is of ‘Accotile’ thermoplastic tiles : tobacco By 
(the concourse being buff quarry tiles) laid 
on a solid screed on the surface concrete.

FROM ‘ THE BUILDER’ OF 1858 
Saturday, January 23, 1858 

GOVERNMENT ART EDUCATION.—In 
1836 the ornamental and decorative arts 
in England were at a low ebb. To improve 
them the Schools of Design were estab- 
lished. The nation, at its own cast, under- 
took the education of the designer, as a 
means of raising the arts as applied to 
manufacturers. The schools did not pre- 
serve their original character. New 
elements were introduced, and gradually 
the first cause was lost sight of. 

In 1852 they died a natural death, their 
skeletons were clothed afresh, but with 
new proportions, new features, and new 
names. Many causes conspired in their 
destruction. They were never popular 
with the public or manufacturers.

London Master Builders’ Association 


THE ANNUAL LUNCHEON 


"THE annual luncheon of the London 

Master Builders’ Association was 
held at the Park Lane Hotel, W1, on 
Tuesday (January 21), with the retiring 
president, Mr. W. Kirby Laing, in the 
chair. The chief guest was Mr. Henry 
Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. 


Mr. LAING, in proposing the toast of 
the guests, made a particular point of 
referring to Sir Charles Mole, who is 
shortly to retire as Director-General of 
Works at the Ministry of Works. 

Unfortunately, Sir Charles was unable 
to be present on account of illness, and 
it was resolved to send him the Associa- 
tion’s best wishes in his retirement. 

In the past year, Mr. Laing continued, 
they had all heard a good deal about firm 
price tenders. However, experience in the 
last few months had, he believed, made 
builders in London come to realise 
that this was the only satisfactory way in 
which they could do business. A real 
firm price tender could, however, only be 
entered into provided the relevant de- 
signs and documents were available at the 
time of preparing the tender. 

Turning to Mr. Brooke, Mr. Laing went 
on to refer to the credit squeeze. There 
was, he said, a feeling that so often, since 
the war, the building industry had been 
the subject of restrictions, then removal 
of the restrictions, followed again by 
fresh impositions, and so on, that they 
were unable to plan ahead satisfactorily. 

The industry had been given a good 
idea of the effects of the squeeze on the 
public sector, but they were not so sure 
of its effects on the private sector. He 
thought that there was a danger of a tre- 
mendous shortage of work in this sphere 
of their activities, and he took the oppor- 
tunity of impressing on the Minister the 
need for a continuous flow of work to 
builders even though it might be a re- 
stricted flow. Once stopped, such a flow 
always took a long time to start again.

Referring to recent legislation, Mr. 
Laing said that both the new Rent Act 
and the New Streets Act were going to 
be a great advantage to the industry, even 
though the former was a long time in 
starting to produce its effects in stimu'at- 
ing conversions. 


Mr. BROOKE, in his response, referved 
to the vast task of LMBA members in 
restoring the ravages of the bombers. ‘We 
should come soon, he said, to the end of 
the dismal era of the bomb site, and in 
this connection he was glad to hive 
reached a decision over the St. Paul’s 
area. This would have, he emphasised, 
far-reaching effects for the City and not 
just in the cathedral’s precincts. 


House Building Prospects 

Turning to housing, the Minister sid 
that although the shortage in London re- 
mained, the quality of housing in London 
had risen greatly as a result of new buiid- 
ing since the war. For the country as a 
whole, he believed that the figures for 
1957, which would shortly be available, 
would show that the 300,000-a-year target 
would have been reached for the filth 
time since the present Government took 
office. But this rate could not be kept up. 
The housing shortage was not now so 
widespread, and although the Govern- 
ment intended to continue with a large 
building programme, housing must play 
its part in the fight against inflation. 

Accordingly, he continued, they had 
asked local authorities to review their 
housing programmes. This year, local 
authorities should start about 100,000 
new houses. Private building was more 
affected by interest rates than the public 
sector, but perhaps for the next few 
years private house builders would share 
fifty-fitty in the housing programme with 
local authorities. He himself wanted to 
see more people buying their own homes. 
Builders should study every means to get 
down the cost of house building, which 
was the best way of getting an expand- 
ing market. 

Mr. Brooke concluded: ‘ Your critics 
say that the building industry in England 
still has much to learn. As a criticism I 
believe you might not accept that, but as 
a recognition that, whatever our job, there 
is always more to learn I am sure you 
endorse it. Undoubtedly the industry 
from now on, though plenty of work lies 
ahead of it, is going to face some ditli- 
culties which have not emerged in recent 
years. 

‘As a nation we always come out best 
under difficulties; we are terribly apt to 
rub along until things get really hard, 
when we astonish ourselves by what we 
can achieve. I repeat the assurance; 
there is a great deal of work ahead. It 
is those firms—and indeed those Govern- 
ments — which show most courage that 
will come out best from these testing next 
10 years.’

Mr. Stanley Farrow’s Career 


Mr. N. S. Farrow, MBE, FIOB, the new 
President, is a director of Howard Farrow, 
Ltd, and has been prominent in LMBA 
circles for many years. He was born in 
1913, and educated at Mill Hill School, 
where he also made a reputation for him- 
self or. the rugby field. After leaving school 
he played for the Old Millhillians for nearly 
ten years and also for his county. From 
Mill Hill he went to the College of Estate 
Management, and in 1933 qualified as an 
Associate of the Royal Institution of 
hartered Surveyors. He joined the family 
firm in 1932. 

Mr. Farrow had a distinguished career 
with the Royal Engineers during the war, 
in the course of which he was awarded the 
MBE and was twice mentioned in dispatches. 
He served in France in 1940, returning to 
England in the Dunkirk evacuation. He 
was then sent to Cyprus, and posted 
successively to the Middle East, French 
Morocco and back to the Canal Zone, in 
tach of which he was in charge of large- 
sale building and civil engineering works 
om roads and airfields. He was released in 
1946 and joined the Reserve of Officers with 
the rank of Lieut.-Colonel. On his return 
to civilian life, Mr. Farrow joined the board 
of his company as manager of its building 
Kivision, a position which he held until last 
year, when he became director responsible 
or both the building and civil engineering 
divisions. 

The firm, which this year celebrates its 
jubilee, grew from a partnership formed in 
1908 between his father, Mr. Howard 
Farrow, now in his 81st year, and the late 
Mr. Francis Howkins, who was well known 
in surveying circles as the author of several 
books on estate development and town 
planning, of which the best known is 
Development of Building Estates.’ 

Mr. Farrow (who has served the LMBA 
in many directions and who was a member 
the Building Productivity team which 
isited the USA in 1949) has already made 
k considerable name for himself throughout 
he building industry by his enthusiastic 
upport of the campaign for better manage- 
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ment, which he considers is essential if the 
industry is really to increase its productivity. 
He holds that while apprenticeship and tech- 
nical training are of prime importance, the 
key to real progress lies ultimately with the 
efficient manager, be he works manager, con- 
tracts manager, agent, general foreman or 


managing director. Hence the support he 
has given to the LMBA’s Management 
Appreciation Courses at Sundridge Park, 
and the demand for his services as lecturer 
at other courses. 


Eighty-Sixth Annual Report 


(THE eighty-sixth annual report of the 

Council was presented to the London 
Master Builders’ Association by the presi- 
dent, Mr. W. Kirsy LAING, at the Asso- 
ciation’s annual gereral meeting, which 
was held at the Park Lane Hotel, W1, on 
Tuesday (January 21). Following are 
some extracts from the report: 

General Review.—The Association has 
long had special committees .for studying 
the particular interests of various sections 
such as MHousebuilders, Maintenance 
Builders and the Specialist Trades. There 
have now been established special 
arrangements, by the formation of a 
National Contractors’ Group, for study- 
ing in the same way the problems met by 
the larger firms and particularly those 
who operate in other parts of the coun- 
try and not in London alone. 

There must be concern as to what 1958 
holds for the building industry in London. 
The political horizon at home and abroad 
is unsettled, the economic outlook is 
uncertain. Enterprise is hampered by the 
high Bank rate and the restrictions on 
credit. Whilst as yet there is no substan- 
tial increase in unemployment in London, 
there is a feeling of disquiet which the 
more recent recovery of sterling has not 
dispelled. 


The building industry is always quickly 
affected by changes in the economic 
atmosphere and it would be most regret- 
table if the situation worsened so as to 
disturb the continuity of employment 
which is so essential for the implementa- 
tion of the whole range of training pro- 
grammes now in operation in the indus- 
try. Skilled men who are lost to the 
industry are not readily recovered. 


Education and Training 


Management Training—One of the 
most important developments during the 
past year has been the inauguration of 
the Management Appreciation Confer- 
ences held at Sundridge Park. In all, 
nearly 100 members of the LMBA, in- 
cluding some members from _ other 
Regions, have attended the five confer- 
ences. This is the first time that manage- 
ment conferences with a specific bias 
towards the building industry have been 
arranged in the London Region and 
prominent members of the Association 
have assisted the Sundridge Park staff in 
lecturing and the chairing of discussions. 


Now that these appreciation confer- 
ences have given many members an in- 
sight into modern techniques and tools of 
management, it is hoped that more 
detailed courses may be possible in the 
following year and the education sub- 
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committee are considering the form 
which such courses should take for 1958. 
These courses will also be held at Sun- 
dridge Park. The basis of the apprecia- 
tion conferences during 1957 was the 
British Institute of Management publica- 
tion, ‘Management Training in the 
Building Industry.’ 

In November a Tripartite Conference 
of members of the LMBA, the RIBA and 
the RICS was held at Sundridge Park. 
The results of this conference, one of the 
first of its kind, may well prove of great 
importance to the industry as a whole and 
it is hoped that it may stimulate the 
holding of similar conferences in the 
future. 

College of Advanced Building Tech- 
nology.—The report of the study group, 
appointed by the Building Advisory Com- 
mittee of the London and Home Coun- 
ties Regional Advisory Council for 
Higher Technological Education, to con- 
sider the possibility of a college of 
Advanced Building Technology in the 
London area, has now been published. 
An explanation and discussion upon the 
proposed college was one of the main 
topics of the LMBA_ Education 
Conference. 

_ To quote from the report— The 
immense scope of management, and the 
organisation of construction, embracing 
architecture, structural engineering, build- 
ing and quantity surveying, justifies, and 
in fact demands, an entirely new type of 
college, established to meet the broad 
needs of the industry and associated 
professions.” A college such as this, with 
the present need for increased efficiency 
and productivity, is a matter of immediate 
concern and urgency and it is to be hoped 


that an early implementation of the report 
will follow. 


Apprenticeship 


Recruitment of Apprentices.—In spite 
of the increased activities on the part of 
the apprenticeship committee the total 
intake of apprentices this year has re- 
mained about the same as the figure for 
last year. This should perhaps be viewed 
with optimism because the stringent 
financial measures taken have undoubt- 
edly had some effect on_ building 
operations. The apprenticeship committee 
have provided the youth employment ser- 
vice, technical schools and others inter- 
ested with four lists of vacancies, showing 
a total of 521 vacancies for apprentices in 
all crafts. 

As a result of increased publicity in 
previous years for the craft of stone- 
masonry, recruitment in this direction has 
much improved and special arrangements 
have been made for parties of boys to 
visit stonemasonry works. 

The intake of apprentices in all crafts 
has still remained unbalanced, and in an 
effort to direct more attention to this 
matter the apprenticeship committee pro- 
duced the following statistics which have 
been circulated by way of a guide to 
youth employment officers and technical 
schools : —

House-building 


Federation of Registered House- 
Builders — London Committee. — There 
has not been any improvement since last 
year in trading conditions for private 
enterprise house-builders although the 
demand for houses is still insatiable. 
During the past five years, private enter- 
prise has clearly demonstrated the part 
it is capable of playing in the national 
housing programme, but expansion is re- 
tarded by the acute shortage of land, 
particularly in London, and the difficulty 
of obtaining finance. ' 

The registered house-builders commit- 
tee have met at regular intervals through- 
out the year to consider these and other 
problems and have given advice and 
assistance to individual members. They 
have also examined and reported on 
various matters at the request of the 
Federation of Registered House-Builders, 
on whose council the committee are 
represented. 


House-Building Finance.—The effects 
of the credit squeeze were not so imme- 
diately apparent as was at first thought 
probable, but the difficulties of finance 
have restrained house-building for sale 
and practically excluded the re-entry of 
private enterprise into the field of housing 
for letting. The possibilities of building 
for letting have been carefully examined 
by the committee, but it is not thought 
that this is an economic proposition at the 
present time, although the effect of the 
Rent Act, 1957, may in due course pro- 
vide a new opportunity which should not 
be overlooked. 


House-Building for sale by Local 
Authorities Recently the attention of 
the committee has been drawn to in- 
stances, outside London, where local 
authorities have included in their housing 
programmes a number of houses for sale 
on what appears to be a speculative basis. 
Inquiries have revealed that this is on a 
comparatively small scale, but if the 
practice develops, serious consideration 
will have to be given to the question 
whether these activities are in accordance 
with the spirit of the Housing Acts 1936 
and 1952 which permit local authorities 
to sell houses. 


LMBA’s National Contractors 


AT ITS FIRST MEETING last week, the 
LMBA’s new National Contractors’ Group 
elected its executive committee for 1958. 
The committee elected Mr. Paul Gilbert, of 
Gilbert Ash, Ltd., as chairman of the group, 
and Mr. Raymond Mais, of Trollope and 
Colls, Ltd., as vice-chairman. They will 
represent the group on the LMBA Council. 


Mr. Philip Smith, MA, who recently 
joined the LMBA staff, has been appointed 
secretary.

MONO-RAIL TO 
LONDON AIRPORT 


British Team to Study 
German System 


PROPOSALS are being considered by 

the Government for a mono-rail link 
between Central London and London Air- 
port. If the plan was adopted the link 
could be functioning in three or four years. 
The time for the journey would be reduced 
to about 20 minutes. 

Mr. G. R. H. Nugent, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Transport and 
Civil Aviation, returned to London on 
January 17 after inspecting the Alweg de- 
monstration length of mono-rail at Cologne, 
which has recently been brought into 
experimental operation in that city. 

Mr. Nugent’s impression of the system 
was favourable. and in his view offers cer- 
tain advantages. It is rapid—maximum 
speed might be 75-80 m.p.h. Costs appear 
to be lower than for existing transport 
systems, either road or rail; it is estimated 
that for a two-track system and coaches 
cost would be about £500,000 a mile and 
the noise level is not high. 

The Alweg system, which derives its 
name from that of the Swedish-born origin- 
ator, Mr. A. L. Wenner-Gren, consists of a 
concrete beam track supported by concrete 
pillars. The undercarriages straddle the 
track in such a way that the supporting 
wheels run on the top surface of the track 
and the guiding and stabilising wheels con- 
tact both lateral surfaces of the beams. 

Sir Alfred Bossom, MP, FRIBA, who 
accompanied Mr. Nugent, together with 
Officials of the Ministry and a representa- 
tive of the British Transport Commission, is 
chairman of a group set up to develop this 
form of transport, initially to and from 
London Airport. A company called Air- 
Rail, Ltd., has been formed. 

The construction of a mono-rail is one of 
the suggested solutions to the problem of 
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reducing the journey time between the cenj,J 
of London and London Airport, and th 
purpose of Mr. Nugent’s visit to Cologne; 
to form some idea of the practicability , 
using this type of transport for the link apé 
the technical problems involved in the cop 
struction and running of such a system. 
Before a system of this kind could } 
brought into public use in this country lo) 
and rigorous tests would have to be co, 
ducted over a trial length, to satisfy th 
exacting safety requirements of the Ministry 
of Transport and Civil Aviation. 









Working Party’s Inquiry 

Methods of providing direct rail communi. 
cations between the centre of London anj 
London Airport have been the subject 9 
inquiry by a working party which was s¢ 
up in 1956 by agreement between the Minis 
ter of Transport and Civil Aviation, th 
chairman of the British Transport Commis 
sion and the two airway corporations. The 
task of this working party was to formula 
a detailed scheme for the provision of a mij 
link between London Airport and the centr 
of London and to assess the economil 
prospect. 

The working party has concerned tse 
solely with proposals for a new overgroun 
line, leaving the question of a mono-rail t¢ 
be dealt with in the proposals submitte 
by interested companies. A first report h 
been presented and the chairmen of tk 
three corporations, at the Minister’s reques 
are continuing to explore the possibilities, 

Any rail link between the West End o 
London and London Airport would be j 
addition to the action which is being take 
to improve access to and from the airpo 
by road. The building of the Cromwell-roa 
extension is expected to reduce travelli 
time between the airport and Cromweé 
Curve to between 30 and 35 minutes, 2 
against about 40 minutes at present. Whe 
the South Wales radial road is built, th 
road travelling time will be further reduced 

Over three million passengers passe 
through London Airport in 1956. By 191 
it is estimated that the figure will have in 
creased to 12,750,000 and during bus 
periods the airport may be handling 4,71 
passengers per hour, with an occasional ped 
of nearly 6,000 per hour. This is after allow 
ing for the transfer of Channel Island ser 
vices to Gatwick.

Teamwork 


The following article is reprinted from the current issue of the Journal of the 
Architectural Association, by kind permission of the Editor. In a prefatory note the 
author (the celebrated Dutch architect) writes: ‘The following article, intended for 
publication, has not so far been published in any architectural magazine. Archi- 
ectural circles of today, perhaps, do not like very much the subject discussed in this 


article.’ Editorial comment is on page 165. 


[N glancing through the pages of 

present-day architectural magazines 
one r-peatedly (I might almost say gener- 
ally!) comes across pictures of buildings 
standing to the credit of more than one 
archi‘ect, and not infrequently to the 
credii of so many, especially in American 
professional periodicals, as to call to mind 
alim ted company. And this applies not 
only io those journals dealing with build- 
ing a» a technical science, but more and 
more also to those which concern them- 
selves with architecture, that is to say, 
with building as an art. 


I co not think this can be readily ex- 
plained by the fact that the present-day 
atchi‘ect’s work has become so compre- 
hensie. The architect has always been 
the man whose function it was to co- 
ordinate different operations into one uni- 
fied composition. In earlier times it was 
primurily the activities of sculptors, 
painters, smiths, etc., which his broad 
creative vision and his constructive ability 

Bhad to unite. At the present day exten- 
sive technical resources and _ special 
engineering work impose an extra burden 
on him, but the character, and also, in 
my opinion, the difficulties of his work, 
have remained essentially the same. 


A Changed Situation 


Since the course of developments has 
pushed the freelance artists rather to one 
side at the moment, one might almost be 
inclined to assume that the architect’s task 
must therefore have been somewhat 
lightened. One would say that it must 
be easier for him to cope with the objec- 
tive values of technical science and con- 
struction than with the subjective 
obstinacies of independent artists, whose 
creative urge may clash with the archi- 
tect’s plans. 

In reality the situation is quite different. 
The need for collective action, as a team, 
in carrying out particular projects is tend- 
ing to make itself felt more and more in 
architectural circles. 

But can it be said that the actual build- 
ing work has proved to be too great a 
load, thus making it necessary for archi- 
tects to seek mutual support? I very 
much doubt it. My-own experience has 
shown me that present-day paperwork 
often causes -architects more additional 
headaches than the expansion of their 
actual sphere of operations. But why 
their heads should suddenly start spinning 
to such.an extent as to make them take 
to directing operations en masse still re- 
mains a riddle. 

It took me some time to work out a 
solution to this problem, at any rate to 
my own satisfaction. I have come to the 
provisional conclusion that it is due to a 
decline in the appreciation of the signifi- 














cance of building as a potential art-form, 
and also because, in keeping with the 
spirit of the age, architects prefer to share 
risks with others and look upon building 
as, first and foremost, a business matter, 
with the making of plenty of money as a 
primary object. 

It is understandable that from time to 
time architects prefer to work in partner- 
ship. Cases arise in which the support 
of a pre-eminently practical colleague can 
be of great assistance to an aesthetically- 
minded architect. In former times this 
sort of partnership was encountered fairly 
frequently. The functions of the two 
partners were then virtually separated, 
and so there was little to be said against 
it. But this is not so today. The spheres 
of action of the collaborating architects 
are now more or less identical, and each 
of them is as much concerned with the 
form of the building as with the eventual 
financial return. Yes, I repeat—the form. 
I myself once had to renounce the chance 
of participating in a fine project because, 
although I was quite prepared to co- 
operate with another, I could not see my- 
self preparing a joint design. And yet 
this was the intention of the seriously- 
minded colleague with whom I was to 
carry out the work. 

Nevertheless, I can respect this sort of 
teamwork for at any rate one reason, 
which I shall explain later. From the 
purely aesthetic point of view, however, I 
continue to regard it as detracting from 
the greatness of architecture as such. One 
glance around you will show you that the 
world’s really important architectural 
monuments have always been the product 
of a single mind and stand to the credit 
of one man. Has anyone ever heard of 
a ‘ Frank Lloyd Wright team’ or a ‘ Mies 
van der Rohe team’? I think not! 
These architects may have worked with 
pupils or colleagues, but they remain, 
without the slightest reservation, the 
spiritual fathers of their works. 


Coherence Lost 


The defenders of such collective archi- 
tectural work invoke the Middle Ages to 
support their case. But I am convinced 
that in those days, too, the essentially 
architectonic work was the product of one 
brain. It is true that the project might 
have been continued or completed by 
others; but it was only rarely that this was 
really to the advantage of the work. It is 
often easy to see in important old build- 
ings that their construction has, in the 
long run, lost coherence owing to all the 
diverse mental activities which have had 
a share in them. There are no better ex- 
amples of this to be found than many 
French cathedrals. One only has to look 
at them; their beauty is not infrequently 
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rather that of the romantic diversity of 
motifs than that of stylistic unity. One 
of our foremost authorities on art once 
went into the matter, at my request, of 
what cases are known of designs for note- 
worthy buildings which were planned by 
more than one person. He could not 
name even one with certainty; there were, 
however, a few doubtful cases. 

Every architect will have experienced 
the degree of pleasure one can have from 
discussing the working-out of a project 
with one’s co-workers. But I fear that it 
is only a kind of spiritual laziness to 
regard the results of such discussions as 
the final stage in the development of a 
design. Such conferences can, of course, 
have a fruitful and stimulating effect on 
the designer, but, if the work concerned 
is one which aspires to emotional depth, 
he will have to intervene continually in the 
course of operations, eliminating and re- 
jecting foreign elements with obdurate 
tenacity, never losing sight of his own— 
often his original—conception. If his 
inner strength is sufficient, this purpose 
remains an unbroken /eit-motiv; amid all 
the possibilities which may arise, the 
architect will remain the ‘conductor, 
whose iron will draws together into har- 
mony all the various capacities deployed 
—perhaps more or less as Toscanini did 
with his orchestra. But I have never 
heard anyone talk about the ‘ Toscanini 
team.’ 


The Tinge of Materialism 


Teamwork, the subject of this article, 
signifies, for me, a decline in spiritual 
quality because its results lack the clarity 
of a clear-cut synthesis. I am well aware 
that this has been rebutted by asserting 
that a distinct synthesis does exist in such 
cases as well, arising from a kind of aura 
of association co-ordinating everybody 
and everything. So far, however, this syn- 
thesis has always appeared to me to have 
too great a tinge of materialism. 

Furthermore, teamwork of this type 
compares unfavourably with teamwork in 
another sphere which is typical of our 
time but, spiritually speaking, is of rather 
better quality. This is the teamwork of 
film production, in which very many 
people work together very closely. But 
at the beginning of every film, after the 
endless list of names of those associated 
in the work, the name of the director, the 
man who bears the spiritual responsi- 
bility, appears on the screen in huge 
letters, even in the case of ‘ collectivist’ 
films. And so we speak of an ‘ Eisenstein 
film’ or a ‘Hitchcock film.” We know 
Walt Disney employs innumerable assis- 
tants, but I have always heard his films 
called ‘ Disney films.’ And rightly so, for 
they always bear the hallmark of Disney’s 
personality. 

The difference between such work and 
the results produced by the teamwork of 
architects is that the latter constantly dis- 
plays an average character. It has no 
strongly-pronounced expressive power. 
Personal audacity and élan are absent, 
with the result that the emotional charge 
lacks tension. It may be—and this, then, 
is the ‘ one reason,’ which I mentioned at 
the beginning of this article, for the 
limited approval I am prepared to give— 
it may be that this factor imparts to such 
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work a quality which makes it compar- 
able to that of the building craftsman of 
the Middle Ages, which we hold dear on 
account of its impersonal but nevertheless 
competent character. Perhaps it was in 
this way, in reputable cases, that that 
anonymous ‘school’ architecture was 
created which is an expression of the 
‘herd,’ rather than of the herdsman. My 
admiration, however, also goes out to the 
herdsmen, and to the peaks on which they 
live and move. If these manifestations 
of the ‘herd’ should actually prove to be 
those of a healthy culture, one should 
nevertheless be careful not to rate that 
culture higher than it deserves. A cul- 
ture is determined by its highest expres- 
sions, not by its lower ones. My col- 
league Walter Gropius may have a hatred 
of ‘ prima donna’ architecture; but I fear 
that a world shaped outwardly entirely 
according to the architectural principles 
he advocates (Whose products I should 
like to call ‘ chorus-architecture *) would 
hardly be very attractive. 

An edifice which has power to move us 
profoundly cannot result from team- 
work. For this, the individual is neces- 
sary, with his imaginative power, his 
energy, his passion. I am prepared to 
admit that the general level which team- 
work can create may be of service as a 
background. But, to obtain a complete 
picture of the fullness of a culture, one 
must not lose sight of the individual 
achievement. If this background is taken 
for the heart of the matter, we shall fail 
miserably and achieve no more than a dry 
and poverty-stricken uniformity. 

Unconditional rejection of teamwork in 
building would not be justified. In cau- 
tiously accepting it, however, it should be 
realised that it represents an average 
standard in architecture which is quite 
incapable of affording the delights which 
really beautiful and noble buildings have 
to offer us. 

Viewed from the cultural standpoint, 
building is more than a mere matter of 
providing shelter or accommodation. It 
can be a meeting of mind and mind at a 
lofty level. In such cases, it frees itself 
in spirit from utility in order to transcend 
it, but without losing sight of reality. 
Utility in itself can be a vehicle for an 
emotion; but it is powerless to evoke an 
emotion purely from and through itself. 


BY-LAW CONSENTS 


RIBA to Make Representations 
to Avoid Duplication 


ON the recommendation of the Com- 

mittee on By-Laws and Building 
Regulations, the RIBA Council agreed at 
its meeting on January 7 to make repre- 
sentations to the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government pointing out the waste 
of time and duplication involved in the 
variety of forms issued by local authori- 
ties and in the excessive number of 
questions asked. The Committee had 


reviewed some 200 forms provided by 
Allied Societies, and had observed that, 
while there was no very great variation in 
the information required, very many of 
the questions asked would be completely 
answered in any set of properly: drawn 
plans which had to be submitted.

XIV.—Smells 


WE generally associate smells with 

something unpleasant, but I want 
to reflect for a moment on the pleasant 
smells. I am sure that there are cer- 
tain smells which have associations for 
all of us: the smells from a kitchen 
which conjure up all manner of succulent 
dishes; the smell of a railway station with 
its smoke and oil and prospect of a 
journey; the tar and brine of a dockyard 
with its hint of far-away lands; and who 
can resist the stable with its scent of 
horses? 


But perhaps the smell which attracts 
me most and remains with me longest is 
that of good, honest sawdust. The very 
mention of it brings back memories of 
the sounds that go with it: the ping of 
the circular saw, the swish of the planes; 
the thud of the mallet. 


The visit to the joiner’s shop is less 


frequent for us architects to-day than it 
used to be because so much is standard- 











ised, so much is ready-made, and what 
goes on behind the scenes and how things 
are put together is no longer the concern 
of the architect. In fact, there are few 
architects to-day who have had the good 
luck to see doors and windows set out for 
their approval, and few again who have 
seen a whole panelled room set out full 
size on lengths of wrought boarding. 


It was in checking these settings-out 
in the shop that one learned to love the 
smell of sawdust. It became associated 
in one’s mind with the nice people who 
drew on wood with an oval pencil, 
sharpened to a chisel point. I wonder 
if anyone can tell me why it was always 
an oval pencil? It was never sharpened 
by a knife but always with a 1 in. chisel. 
the point of the pencil resting over the 
back of the hand held by the thumb and 
forefinger—and what a beautiful point! 


These people worked with a very short 
T-square used vertically, the horizontal 
lines being drawn by resting the hand on 
the T-square at a given point and carry- 
ing it along propelled by the T-square. 
This is a quick and simple way of drawing 
full-size details; try it one day. I find it 
most effective. 

All this and much more come to my 
mind when I smell sawdust. Other smells 
have their own peculiar nostalgic appeal, 
but for me there is nothing quite like 
that of sawdust.

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WORK STUDY FOR 
BUILDING 


New Course Begins at Liverpool 
College 


T the opening of a new full-time six 
weeks’ course in ‘Work Study for 
Building ’ being held at the City of Liver. 
pool College of Building, Mr. T. E. Hatz, 
DipArch, ARIBA, principal, referred to the 
history of work study and to the advantages 
it had brought to the engineering industry 
He felt that a major step forward had been 
taken by the firms who were supporting this 
course. 

To produce practitioners, even a course 
of six weeks’ duration was only satisfactor 
if the course members were already highly 
qualified and experienced, he went on. Even 
then, little beyond a serious introduction to 
the work could be attained. 

Numbers of students to the course were 
limited to 10 because of the need for indi- 
vidual supervision and personal contact 
between student and tutor at every stage 
Criteria used in selection were—detailed 
knowledge of craftwork, technical qualifica- 
tion (Final CGLI or HNC or equivalent or 
higher) and qualities of character, especially 
in human relations. 

‘The aim of the course,’ Mr. Hall said, ‘is 
first of all to develop skill in the formal 
work study techniques of method study and 
work measurement against a background of 
building reference, and then to provide 
opportunity for application and practice of 
these techniques right up to ‘ installation of 
new method’ stage on a building site. Nar- 
rowly based activities only will be possible 
in practice because of limitations of time, 
but students will have a comprehensive 
experience which they can broaden later. 
Seven large building firms are providing 
local facilities for this practical activity. It 
is intended that students will be equipped 
with the knowledge and skill necessary to 
become effective members of a work study 
team.’ A much longer, more detailed and 
comprehensive course would be necessary 
if higher responsibility in work study was 
being aimed at, Mr. Hall concluded. 

Mr. A. Lamble, MSc, and Mr. H. H. Bax. 
AIOB, are responsible for the main tutorial 
and practical work. They will be supported 
by a number of personalities from the fields 
of industry and education who will give 
occasional lectures or conduct other activi- 
ties. 

The timing of the course in the building 
year was carefully considered. Majority of 
opinion favoured the time chosen because 
practical building operations were likely to 
be at their lowest level of activity at this 

time of year and responsible staff more 
readily freed for secondment. It is intended 
that one course will be run each year in 
the future, at the same time of year, but 
facilities could be extended, if necessary

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IN PARLIAMENT

ECONOMIC debates are becoming as 
much a part of Parliamentary 
activity as inflation is part of the nation’s 
economy. The decision by the Govern- 
meat to yield to the Opposition’s request 
and change the business yesterday (Thurs- 
day) to debate their financial policy was 
much more a desire to reassure their 
foliowers about their aims and to secure 
a vote of confidence, than it was to give 
their political foes a chance to discuss the 
recent resignations. 
it gave Mr. Heathcoat Amory, who was as 
wa:mly received by the House as he always 
is, 2n Opportunity to tell MPs something of 
his intentions—without revealing anything 
that might be a guide to April. He 
has already been telling the nation what 
he hopes to do. The debate also gave 
the Opposition a second chance—they 
had the first in October—to run _ the 
rulc Over the Government’s failings, and to 
show how, if they got to power, they would 
deai with the situation. 


Mr. Thorneycroft has already had his 
say. It did not take us much further; no one 
expected it would. The Opposition natur- 
ally, as many others, would like to know 
more, and the importance they attached to 
the affair can be judged from the fact that 
they put up Mr. Gaitskell, rather than Mr. 
Harold Wilson, their ‘Shadow Chancellor,’ 
to start. 

The conflict has continued unabated out- 
side. Ministers and others have all added 
their contributions, but Mr. Macmillan, 
viewing events from afar, seems aloof and 
imperturbable. To him they are little 
affairs, ‘small rifts’ he called them, tawdry 
things which should not be allowed to get 
out of hand or proportion. 

No doubt he feels, perhaps with justifica- 
tion, that once Parliament has got back into 
its stride, and has begun to grapple with the 
everyday matters which so concern MPs, 
this episode will become just another incident 
in the long list of changing political fortunes. 
After all, it is only a little more than six years 
since Mr. Bevan resigned as a Cabinet 
Minister over a dispute which involved 
Government expenditure, the social services 
and matters of principle. 


The Bank Rate Tribunal 


This week has thus not been without its 
excitements. Another issue in the category 
of controversy, which will whet the appetite 
of Members is the report of the Bank Rate 
tribunal, and that will not go without a 
Searching examination by the House. The 
Local Government Bill, now before a stand- 
ing committee, once forecast as the great. 
controversial issue has slipped very much 
into the background, and like the Rent Bill 
last year, about which a similar term was 
used, may proceed without causing hardly 
more than a ripple on the political pond. 

The Budget is on its way. The Govern- 
ment’s estimates, and more particularly the 
supplementary estimates with their pertinent 
relevance to recent events, will be presented 
for scrutiny and approval. Development of 
yesterday’s excitement could’ give a prospect 
of livelier times. 


Traffic at Hyde Park Corner

Hyde Park Corner to Marble Arch 
Improvement 


i was reported to the London County 

Council by the town planning com- 
mittee, at the Council’s meeting on Janu- 
ary 21, that in a debate in the House of 
Commons on December 11 on the second 
reading of the Park Lane Improvement Bill, 
introduced by the Minister of Transport 
and Civil Aviation, doubt was expressed 
whether the reserve traffic capacity of the 
two-lane underpass included in the improve- 
ment scheme approved by the LCC on 
November 5 was sufficient and it was 
stressed furthermore that if vehicles break 
down, the result would be more serious in 
a two-lane underpass than if four lanes had 
been provided. 


In reply to a question on December 17, 
the Minister stated that he was impressed 
by the strong support from both sides of 
the House for the provision of a four-lane 
underpass and has since indicated that he 
would welcome a proposal that the Council 
should co-operate by making the necessary 
amendment to the approved scheme. 


The committee had originally intended 
that provision should be made for a four- 
lane underpass in two tunnels at this inter- 
section. (It is not possible to have one 
tunnel carrying four lanes of traffic here 
owing to the position of the underground 
station.) The Minister had, however, ex- 
pressed concern at the high cost of the 
schemé, particularly in view of the restric- 
tions on capital expenditure, and had re- 
quested that modifications should be made 
to reduce the cost. 

The proposal for a two-lane underpass 
was submitted to the Council in the light 
of this representation and having regard to 
the technical advice that one of the tun- 
nels, coupled with the associated ground- 
level roundabout, should suffice for the 
traffic needs for some years. This would 
not have prevented the construction of the 
second tunnel at any time when considered 
desirable, but the committee welcomes the 
opportunity to include two tunnels at the 
start of the scheme. 

The additional cost involved, which is ex- 
pected to rank for 75 per cent. grant, is 
estimated to be £830,000 (property, £220,000; 
works, £610,000). making the estimated total 
cost of the scheme £5,380,000. 


Cheapside Improvement 


Tue City CORPORATION now proposes to 
undertake the widening of Cheapside for a 
length of about a quarter of a mile between 
Foster-lane and Old Jewry. The scheme 
will affect Cheapside for the major part of 
its length on the north side and between 
New Change and Bow-lane on the south 
side. The widened road will have a total 
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width of 74 ft. (carriageway 44 ft. and two 
footways each 15 ft.). 

The improvement, which is in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Develop- 
ment Plan, has been approved by the 
Minister for grant purposes, will constitute 
a valuable and much-needed improvement 
of this main east-west route through the 
City, and the committee propose that the 
Council shall contribute towards its cost. 

The LCC does not undertake road im- 
provements in the City of London but, as 
was indicated in the Analysis of the De- 
velopment Plan, it is the practice for the 
Council to consider making a contribution 
to the City Corporation towards the cost 
of major road improvements in the City for 
which the Minister of Transport and Civil 
Aviation has given approval for grant pur- 
poses, the amount of such a contribution 
being one-half of the cost remaining after 
grant at the rate of 75 per cent. is deducted, 
i.e., one-eighth of the total cost. 

The total estimated cost of the Cheapside 
improvement is £849,000, so that the LOC 
contribution will be £106,125 and the com- 
mittee are submitting an estimate for ap- 
proval. The improvement will be carried 
out in stages as redevelopment of adjoining 
sites take place. 


Widening of Euston Road 


AN OPPORTUNITY has arisen to purchase 
the freehold of 294 Euston-road, a property 
which will be affected by the future widen- 
ing of Euston-road between Albany-street 
and Gower-street. The property is at pre- 
sent let on lease until 1974. The estimated 
cost, including incidental expenses, is £6,650, 
for which the committee submit an estimate. 


RIBA FORM OF CONTRACT 


Preliminary Revision Work 
Completed 


Mr. LEONARD WALDEN, National Presi- 
dent, speaking at the annual general meet- 
ing of the South-Western Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, held at Bris- 
tol, on January 17, said that the first stage 
of the work of the Joint Contracts Tribunal, 
namely, the examination of more than 1,400 
suggestions and observations received as a 
result of their public notice regarding the 
revision of the RIBA Form of Contract, 
has now been completed. A drafting sub- 
committee has been appointed to guide 
counsel in the preparation of a first draft 
based on the Committee’s recommendations, 
but it is bound to be a considerable time 
before the document is available for 
examination by the bodies represented on 
the Joint Contracts Tribunal. 


Houses for Employees 


The Central Electricity Authority will 
need an estimated 150 houses for permanent 
employees at the new power station at Pigh 
Marnham by 1962. Retford Rural Council 
agreed on January 4 to build houses to meet 
the authority’s requirements, provided pay- 
ment is made of the Exchequer subsidy of 
£24 per annum in respect of each house for 
60 years, and that the Central Electricity 
Authority give an undertaking that no 
fewer than 150 houses would be occupied 
by ‘their employees for the mext 20 years. 
It is proposed to build 20 this year, 70 im 
1959, 30 in 1960, and 30 in 1962. 
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Practical Training in Safety Precautions 


BIRMINGHAM SAFETY GROUP’S AMBITIOUS EXPERIMENT

A ROOF with unique if rather mixed 

characteristics, both in materials and 
pitch, is under construction on a site in 
Birmingham. Topping a brick-built house 
shell with a 25 ft. sq. base and wall height 
of 21 ft., this roof, which has a pitch on two 
sides of 37 deg., 32 deg. on a third and is 
gable-ended on the fourth, will be partly 
tiled, partly slated, partly covered with 
asbestos sheeting and contain a strip of 
patent glazing. From an architect’s point 
of view it is little short of a nightmare, but 
for safety-minded builders it represents 
one further step in the provision of 
facilities for safety training in the building 
industry. 

The roof has been constructed to provide 
in one place as many examples of roofing 
hazards as possible. It is not intended to 
complete the building, which will be 
retained permanently for use in the safety 
training courses organised by the Building 
Contractors’ Section of the Birmingham 
and District Industrial Safety Group, which 
are held in the demonstration ground 
outside their training Centre in Acocks 
Green, where the house shell stands. 

The opening of this Centre in 1956 
created a unique weapon in the battle to 
reduce industrial accidents, for, it is 
claimed, there is nothing quite like it in 
this country or indeed in Western Europe. 
For the building industry the existence of a 
large vacant piece of ground, adjoining the 
exhibition and lecture halls, opened up the 
possibility of organising training courses 
which were not merely lectures on safety 
but were ‘live’ demonstrations of safe 
practice in realistic conditions. So it came 
about that the shell of the house, complete 
with scaffolding but at first without a roof, 
was erected at the Centre without charge 
by firms in the building industry. 

The house, 50 ft. of excavated trench 
timbered in three different ways, and lifting 
gear erected as it is needed, are the focal 
points around 
which the courses 
are prepared. To 
date they have 
been attended by 
nearly 400 stu- 
dents, including 
apprentices, site 
safety officers, 
supervisors and 
foremen, from 95 
different firms. 

The money to 
purchase the 
Centre was pro- 
vided by dona- 
tions from a large 
number of Mid- 


land firms in a 
wide variety of 
industries and the 
courses, covering 
safety in many 
trades, now at- 
tract personnel 


from all over the 
country. Of the 


95 firms who have sent students to the 
building courses only 39 have been from 
the Midlands. At the last course two of 
the students were from India and this is by 
no means the first time that personnel from 
overseas have attended. 

In the last two years eight two-day 
courses in building safety have been held, 
all following roughly the same pattern. 
The main object of the course is to marry 
the theory of safety and the demands of 
the Regulations with practical teaching in 
simulated site conditions. 

For example, the lecture given on the 
Regulations relating to scaffolding is 
followed by a practical test on the scaffold 
itself under the supervision of an expert 
who divides the class into four groups 
and sets them the task of finding the 25 
intentional faults and putting them right. 
Some students start by thinking this is 
simple, but few of them find all the faults. 
Even a foreman scaffolder generously 
admitted that at least three faults had 
escaped him. 


Theory and Practice 

This practical demonstration in which 
the students play the active part imme- 
diately points the relationship between the 
‘book of words’ and site conditions. The 
same technique is applied to work on 
excavations and with lifting gear, adjusting 
the practice to the varying circumstances. 


At the end of each course there is a: 


prolonged round-table discussion review- 
ing the ground covered by the course, 
where the students do most of the talking 
and the lecturers become the note-takers, 
for the courses are constantly being 
improved as a result of the suggestions 
made by the students. 

Currently one of the biggest problems 
which face the organisers is to arrange 
enough courses to satisfy the demand for 
places coming from firms all over the 
country. All the lectures are given without 
fee by members of the building industry 
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and by members of the HM Factory 
Inspectorate, who have given their heip 
and wholehearted support from the start 
and, apart from the help given by two or 
three large National firms, the lecturers 
have all come from the Midlands. 


Since plans for this year include six two- 
day general courses, three one-day courses 
on roof work and three on other specialised 
aspects of the industry such as asphalting 
or maintenance, as well as two courses for 
apprentices, the resources of lecturers from 
the Midlands, and indeed course-time at 
the Centre itself, is severely strained and 
the organisers are searching the horizon 
for relief in the shape of some other part 
of the country following the Birmingham 
example. 


A Flying Start 


They readily appreciate their own flying 
start in acquiring at a reasonable price 
such suitable premises, but they point to 
the fact that from the first year of operation 
the Centre has supported itself from fees 
paid by students, fees which currently 
stand at £4 10s. for a two-day and £2 10s. 
for a one-day course. The building course 
has been such a success that of £4,000 
received annually in fees about half comes 
from the building course. The no-fee 
lecturers and the loan of plant and equip- 
ment by makers on a no-cash basis have 
enabled the Centre to keep a reasonable 
balance of income over expenditure, some 
of which is to be used for the salary of a 
whole-time organiser as an addition to the 
present part-time staff. 

How is the work of the Centre evaluated 
by the students? Most of them leave the 
course with a determination which must 
frighten their colleages when they reappear 
on the site armed with fresh enthusiasm 
and encouraged by their new _ under- 
standing that accidents can and must be 
prevented. Many consider the courses 
give them the extra confidence they need 
to convince their colleagues that the man 
appointed to look after safety is not just 
a buffer between men and management but 
a man who can make a real contribution to 
site safety.

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As for management, the views expressed 
by Mr. R. Franklin, Secretary of George 
Wimpey and Co., Ltd., are perhaps typical 
of many. He told your correspondent that 
from the management point of view it is 
realised that good safety practice is largely 
a process of education, and whilst his 
company does a great deal in this respect 
internally, he felt the courses at Birmingham 
provided a useful additive, since the 
practical approach is combined with legal 
requirements, and those attending are able 
to concentrate on the subject in hand 
without the manifold distractions of 
coniract activities. 

Moreover, he said, the opportunity to 
talk things over with contemporaries from 
other companies and with representatives 
of :he Factory Department was extremely 
useful. Wimpey staff who had already 
attended the courses spoke very highly of 
them, he added. 

Another firm, which regularly send six 
men to the course, extract the best points 
fron. the reports they require from the 
stucents and circulate this information to 
10C of their sites so that a large number of 
safi. ty officers and others can benefit from 
the experience of those who have attended. 


Safety on a Practical Plane 


Notwithstanding the success of the 
courses, nO one at the Centre thinks that 
all che problems of safety training in the 
building industry have been solved, but in 
Birmingham they do claim to have taken 
safety out of the realm of exhortation and 
put it on a plane where it has become 
interesting and even exciting to workers in 
an industry which not long ago was 
castigated as one of the most backward 
and irresponsible in its attitude to accident 
prevention. : ‘ 

The policy of the organisers continues 
to be one of experimentation with new 
techniques of teaching and they are 
considering, in the light of their own belief, 
that the battle for safety must begin at the 
top, running a one-day shortened course 
to which they will invite top-line manage- 
ment to come and see for themselves what 
can be done. 


DIRECT LABOUR, BROWNHILLS 
Surplus Money for Housing 


BROWNHILLS URBAN COUNCIL has under- 
spent £24,172 in its direct labour schemes 
to build 264 houses. This was revealed at 
a meeting of the council on January 8, when 
a resolution was passed that application be 
made to the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government for permission to utilise the 
surplus money in financing future housing 
plans. 

Coun. H. J. Simmonds, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, 


said that everyone 
associated with the direct labour schemes 
deserved the authority’s congratulations. 
Such schemes had ‘more than justified 


themselves’ since the council’s first experi- 
ence of them 25 years ago.

New Ideas at Forthcoming 
Exhibition 


NEW ideas, techniques and developments 

in building will be featured in an 
exhibition ‘ Building for To-morrow’ which 
will be held at the Mid-Warwickshire Col- 
lege of Further Education at Leamington 
Spa from February 27 to March 6. 

The exhibition is being organised by the 
Ministry of Works and the college authori- 
ties in conjunction with representatives of 
the building and civil engineering industries 
and associated professional organisations. 
The exhibition will be open from noon to 
8 p.m. each day. 

The Ministry of Works will have three 
exhibits on view. One of them, ‘ Building 
Progresses,’ will show some new methods of 
good building design and construction being 
developed to-day which offer economies and 
other advantages without sacrificing good 
appearance and durability. 

Another exhibit, ‘ Techniques in Building,’ 
deals with particular projects carried out by 
the Ministry of Works. These include 
reinforced concrete frame construction, the 
derusting of Big Ben Clock Tower. the new 
prestressed bridge in St. James’s Park, and 
repairs to the main arches of Kew Palm 
House. 

The third display, ‘ Building Research and 
Housing,’ illustrates many aspects of tradi- 
tional house construction and the application 
of new methods and materials in construc- 
tion and maintenance. 

Other exhibitors include the Coventry 
Society of Architects, the Architects’ Depart- 
ment of the Warwickshire County Council, 
building trade organisations and research and 
development associations. 

During the exhibition, students from tech- 
nical colleges in the Midlands will take part 
in craft competitions. 


TENDER PRICES 
To Rise or Not to Rise ? 


NOT all local authorities have adopted 
“" the suggestion of the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government con- 
veyed to them in his Circular of May 21, 
1957, that for all works of building and 
civil engineering tenders should be invited 
on a fixed price basis. It is argued that so 
long as plenty of contract work is avail- 
able fixed price quotations may be 
unduly inflated since contractors will wish 
to be on the safe side and to make addi- 
tions to their tender prices sufficient to 
cover them fully against the possibility of 
rises in the cost of labour and materials. 

One Midland authority, desiring to 
proceed with a water supply scheme, 
recently invited contractors to tender on 
alternative bases, that is to say with or 
without the standard rise-or-fall adjust- 
ment. Fixed price tenders received for a 
mains laying contract worth approxi- 


mately £100,000 showed an average in- 
crease of -7 per cent. over the quotations 
based on the assumption that the rise-or- 
fall clause would be included in the con- 
tract. No contractors budgeted for a fall 
in prices but a few assumed that the peak 
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had been reached and were prepared to 
do the work for the same price irrespec- 
tive of whether or not the rise-or-fall 
clause applied. 

All contractors tendering for works 
involving the construction of reservoirs 
and the use of concrete took the view that 
some price increases might be anticipated 
within the next 12 months. On an aver- 
age it was assumed that these would be of 
the order of 1-7 per cent. The percentage 
increases claimed for fixed price tenders 
on the two contracts compare as follow:

It is understood that the local authority, 
thinking the contractors’ guess as to the 
trend of future events as good as their 
own, accepted fixed price tenders on the 
grounds that final settlement would be 
expedited and simplified.

LAND INQUIRY 


‘No Vendetta’ says Town Clerk 


HERE were denials from Mr. JOHN 

HILTON, Town Clerk at Rowley Regis, 
that his council was conducting a ‘ vendetta ’ 
against a local building firm, during an in- 
quiry held on January 10. 

After protests from the building firm of 
A. and J. Mucklow, Ltd., the inquiry into 
the council’s application for a compulsory 
purchase order of nearly 14 acres of land 
on the Granville Estate at Old Hill was 
ordered. 

Just over 11 acres were owned by Messrs. 
Mucklow, the inspector was told. The rest 
belonged to W. H. Palmer (Timber), Ltd. 

Pointing out that the Mucklow firm 
owned considerable areas of land in the 
borough, Mr. Hitton added: ‘A conflict 
of interest between the firm and the coun- 
cil is inevitable.” In support of the council’s 
case the Town Clerk told the inspector of 
what he called the ‘desperate need’ for 
housing land. If the land in question were 
lost to the council, he said 120 families 
would be denied accommodation in the 
long run. 

Mr. ALBERT MUCKLOw, one of the part- 
ners of the building firm, said that originally 
his firm had owned land for 1,650 houses. 
It had now been whittled down to enough 
for only 64. They had been on the receiv- 
ing end of a stream of compulsory purchase 
orders. He claimed that the council had 
instituted a ‘council house or nothing’ 
policy which was robbing the local people 
of the opportunity to buy their houses and 
added. ‘It seems to me that the council is 
determined at all costs to prevent us from 
building houses.’ 

The inspector closed the 


inquiry and 
visited the site. 


WAR DAMAGE 
PAYMENTS 
The Commission’s Work in 1957 


MPHE War Damage Commission paid out 

£234m. during 1957 compared with 
£25m. in 1956 and £274m. in 1955. The 
average weekly rate of payments in the last 
quarter of 1957 was £417,500. 

The Commission paid 10,346 ‘cost of 
works’ 
and made 4,381 payments on account or as 
instalments. The amount involved was 
£20m., of which about £24m. was for the 
tepair and rebuilding of houses. Other 
principal items were: commercial buildings, 
£5m.; factories, £34m.; churches, £44m 
shops, £2m. 

The average amount of each claim paid 
during 1957 was £1,930, compared with 
£1,520 in 1956 and £1,070 in 1955. 

Value payments amounted to £34m., of 
which £522,000 related to houses. 

Total war damage payments by the Com- 
mission now amount to £1,2224m. in 
4,713,000 separate payments.

held recently at The Bedford Corner Hotel, 

Bayley-street, Mr. J. E. VARCOE, of Messrs. 

Taylor Woodrow and Co. Ltd., spoke on 

‘The Civil Engineering Construction of 

Calder Hall,’ Mr. W. R. Mudd was in the 

chair. 

With the aid of a series of diagrams Mr. 
Varcoe gave a description of the job from 
his point of view as agent. This was 
followed by the colour film of the construc- 
tion and opening of Calder Hall, after which 
the speaker invited questions of which the 
following are among the most interesting: 

In reply to a question as to how the heat 
between the reactor and slabs of steel in the 
casing was dissipated, Mr. Varcoe said: 
There is a 7 ft. thick concrete wall and 
6 in. thick steel plate with a 6 in. gap 
through which cooling air is circulated and 
discharged from the chimneys of the 
reactor. 

A further questioner asked to what extent 
the job was preplanned. In reply it was 
stated that as this was an experimental job 
many alterations were made to the plans 
during the actual period of construction. 
Nevertheless some preplanning was essential 
to tie in with engineering services and a 
series of dates was fixed for key units, e.g., 
completion of biological shield, completion 
of water cooling towers, and so on. 

Asked what the total value of civil 
engineering work to the complete contract 
was, Mr. Varcoe said that this was about 33 
per cent. On whether he considered that 
the cost plus method of payment used was 
the best method, he said: ‘It was the only 
method that could have been used in the 
time. It was the cheapest and quickest 
available. It must be remembered that 
drawings for a good part were not made, 
let alone bills of quantities, when the job 
started.’ 

What did you do in frosty weather? 

We steam heated and during very frosty 
weather we added calcium chloride, In- 
cidentally, West Cumberland has a very 
mild climate but we did have trouble due to 
high winds stopping derricks working.

President’s Call to Reduce 
Costs 


A CALL to members to reduce costs by 

greater efficiency was made by the 
retiring president, Mr. R. O. LLoyp, OBE 
in his annual report for 1957, which wag 
presented at the annual general meeting of 
the Liverpool Regional Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, held in’ Liver 
pool on Monday (January 20). 

Following are points from Mr. Lioyds 
report :—— 

Costs and Efficiency.—That unemploy- 
ment in the building industry has increased 
cannot be gainsaid, and we know, of 
course, that the local authorities have bee, 
informed of the Government’s intention to 
proceed on the basis that expenditure op 
housing will be progressively slowed dow 
so that in 1959-60 it will not exceed 80 pe 
cent. of the current level of expendit 
Therefore, if we are to avoid a large drop 
in the number of new houses built, with 
correspondingly fewer men in employment, 
we must get our costs down, and this can 
only be achieved by an all-out effort on 
the part of everyone concerned. 

The situation in which we find ourselves 
is a challenge to us all to make the fullest 
use of all the resources at our disposal of 
men, machines, materials and money. 
Higher efficiency and honest hard work by 
everybody in every branch of industry is 


the only way out of our country’s difficul-% 


ties and the only way to real prosperity. 


Firm-Price Contracts—The year 1957 has 
seen a qualified acceptance of a return to 
firm-price tendering. We have for a long 
time stressed that much time and money 
is wasted because of lack of proper pre- 
planning, and if we use the present oppor- 
tunities for insisting upon complete details 
hefore embarking on a contract we shall 
have gone a good step forward towards 
reducing building costs. 

It is not unnatural that there should be 
some misgivings and apprehension amongst 
members about being required to enter into 
firm-price commitments during an_ infla- 
tionary period, especially so as the manv- 
facturers’ and merchants’ organisations 
have advised their members against giving 
firm quotations for materials. Neverthe- 
less, the Council feel that it would be in- 
advisable for the Federation to seek to pre- 
vent those members from accepting firm- 
price contracts who are prepared to take 
the inherent risks. 


Intake of Apprentices—The total intake 
of apprentices during 1957 was 309, and the 
yearly totals for the three preceding years 
were: 1956, 366; 1955, 420; 1954, 581. Your 
Council is greatly perturbed by this con 
tinued decline in the number of new ap 
prentices being taken into the industry yea!

VERMICULITE CONCRETE 


Some Notes on Recent Data and Practice 


From a Correspondent 


RAS concerning the thermal 

insulation of industrial buildings 
erected after January 1, 1959, are now 
prescribed under the Thermal Insulation 
(Industrial Buildings) Act, 1957. Existing 
buildings do not come within the scope 
of the Act, and need not conform. It is 
felt, however, that the spirit of the Act if 
not the letter may induce action in the case 
of existing buildings which are poorly 
insulated. 

Heat loss through roofs is the main 
problem, and certainly the targets for 
savings in coal set out in the recently 
published Progress Report of the National 
Industrial Fuel Efficiency Service cannot be 
met without efficient insulation. 

A material now playing an important 
part in roof designs is vermiculite. Light- 
weight vermiculite concrete, in particular, 
when laid over the structural roof forms a 
simple but effective insulation well suited 
to many types of factory construction. 


Vermiculite concrete screeds are now 
increasingly specified for flat, low-pitched 
and barrel-vault roofs particularly on 
school and industrial buildings. They 
provide a means of conserving heat, can 
be readily laid to falls, are non-warping, 
fire-resistant and do not deteriorate with 
age. 


Barrel-Vault Roofs 


The virtues of vermiculite concrete 
screeds are also widely recognised for 
floors, especially with floor radiant heating 
systems. Their thermal and sound insulat- 
ing properties have proved particularly 
valuable for the intermediate floors of 
such modern buildings as the Westbury 
—— London, and for new blocks of 
ats, 

ft is in association with barrel-vault 
roofing techniques, however, that vermicu- 





lite has scored one of its most conspicuous 
successes. The low insulating value of 
dense concrete in the shell—together with 
the slow speed of erection and the expense 
involved—appeared to be the handicaps 
to which this type of construction was 
prone. 

In recent years, however, very impressive 
work has been carried out by several 
engineers including Mr. C. V. Blumfield, 
BSc, MICE, MlJStructE. In the roof 
designed by him, the framework consists 
of light steel members to which a permanent 
shuttering of expanded metal lathing is 
attached and over which is laid the 
enclosing shell of vermiculite concrete 
offering a dry weight of about 40 Ib. per 
cu. ft. Satisfactory results have been 
obtained with the mixes applied in two 
layers to a total depth of 33 to 4 in. 

The surface of the vermiculite concrete 
is trowelled to a smooth finish and bitu- 
minous felt or asphalt laid directly on top. 
No additional sand and cement screed is 
needed. An aggregate 
of coarse and fine 
grades of vermiculite 
and Portland cement 
comprises the mix. 


The thermal problem 
is solved, and the self- 
weight of the vault 
considerably reduced. 
A really high degree of 
thermal insulation re- 
sults—the overall heat 
transmittance (the U 
value) is less than 0.2. 
Additionally, the possi- 
bility of condensation 
is virtually eliminated, 
and the expansion and 
contraction of the stee) 
framework greatly re- 
duced (as compared to 
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reinforced concrete) thus enabling expan- 
sion joints to be reduced or avoided 
altogether. 

The vermiculite concrete together with 
metal lathing or with mesh reinforcement 
gives sufficient strength to carry mainten- 
ance men or snow loads. Lateral stability 
of individuai members and an increase in 
the natural stiffness of the construction 
also result. 

Site Mixing Techniques 

Recent extensive trials of possible ways 
of mixing vermiculite and cement have 
resulted in a new series of recommenda- 
tions from the Association of Vermiculite 
Exfoliators. 

Various methods of mixing have been 
used in the past with varying degrees of 
success but it is now established that the 
desired results are consistently obtained by 
mixing as follows: 

BY MACHINE 

(a) Put the water, which must be clean, together 
with the plasticiser in the mixer. 

(b) Add the vermiculite and mix until the water 
is distributed. 

(c) Now add the cement and continue mixing 
until a uniform consistency has been 
obtained. Mixing time should not exceed 
3 minutes. 


(d) Avoid over-mixing as it will lead to undue 
compaction. 


BY HAND 

(a) Pour out the measured quantity of vermicu- 

lite on the ground. 

(b) Add the gauging water containing the 

plasticiser and mix until it is distributed. 

(c) Add the cement and mix thoroughly. 

Whether the mixing is performed by 
machine or by hand there should be only 
sufficient water to secure a mix that is like 
wet meal in consistency. A_ handful 
gripped firmly should release only a little 
water—on no account should it be running 
out of the batch. 

The following mixes are recommended 
for floor and roof screeds and provide 
good thermal insulation and adequate 
strength to meet normal requirements:

Laying a vermiculite lightweight concrete screed 














The Building Research Station recently conducted tests to 
ascertain the strength of a vermiculite lightweight roof or 
floor screed as judged by its ability to carry concentrated 
point-loads as distinct from large distributed loads. Here, the 
testing apparatus is seen in operation (Crown copyright) 


required to lay one cubic yard of placed 
vermiculite concrete as a floor screed. 
in the case of a roof screed the quantities 
are 3 cwt., 9 by 4 cu. ft. sacks of Grade 5, 
and approximately 45 gals. of water. 

Laying, Topping and Finishing 

In accordance with established practice 
vermiculite concrete roofs and floors are 
laid in bays. This enables the topping 
to be laid immediately after the vermiculite 
screed. The vermiculite concrete is spread 
and then levelled off. Consolidation to the 
‘desired depth is done by trowel.  Screeds 
are usually laid about 2 in. thick; 1} in. is 
deemed the minimum thickness. 


The topping should be a 4:1 sand/ 
cement mix and as dry as possible. It is 
laid while the concrete is still green, which 
ensures adhesion between the screed and 
the topping and prevents cracking and 
curling. 


The screeds are allowed to set and cure 
before the floor or roofing finish is applied. 
For ‘early -high thermal efficiency, the 
vermiculite concrete must be laid as a 
fairly dry mix and in the case of roof 
screeds must be protected from rain and 
frost until the roofing finish is applied. 
There are occasions, however, in adverse 
weather. when in. spite of all precautions 
the screed is penetrated by water. To 
cope with such circumstances various 
practices have been developed. 


One method prevents the possible 
flooding of newly laid vermiculite screeds 
by the provision of temporary weep holes 
to’ provide drainage. These holes are 
either cast in, or pierced through, the roof 
slabs and can be filled in afterwards. 


Another method seen in practice is the 
permanent ventilation of roof screeds. 
In this Case small units provide a vapour 
pressure release and a means of escape for 
moisture initially trapped. They can be 
installed at the higher points in the roof 
structure or, where there is a parapet wall, 
at the junction of the roof and wall. 

All such practices ensure dry screeds and 
consequently a high thermal insulation and 
the avoidance of staining under the soffit 
of the roof or the blowing of the roofing 





finish. They 2iso enable 
the roofing finish to be 
applied without delay. 


Overseas Technique 


Mr. J. Godfrey-Gilbert, 
ARIBA, at the British 
Architects’ Oxford Con- 
ference, mentioned the 
technique employed in 
America where the mois- 
ture problem has been 
overcome and roof laying 
accelerated. There the 
roofing felt is laid on the 
vermiculite screed as soon 
as its surface is dry. No 
sand/cement topping is 
given to the screed. 

The first ply of the felt 
is nailed to the vermiculite 
screed (first and second 
plys when a five-ply cover- 
ing is used). The nail 
employed is a split design 
d that opens when driven 
into the concrete and thus prevents with- 
drawal. Metal caps eliminate tearing. All 
other plys are laid in the usual way. 

The roofing felt is carried up to the 
parapet wall, and the edge of the felt is 
covered by the flashing. A gap is left, 
however, for the flashing is secured only to 
the extent that is necessary to keep the felt 
in position. This allows the roof to 
‘breathe.’ Any moisture in the screed, 
raised to vapour during the day, can diffuse 
to the atmosphere with the means of escape 
provided. 


This technique has succeeded in that no 
staining under the soffit of the roof has 
occurred, an outlet for moisture is main- 
tained, and the roofing felt can be laid 
without long periods of waiting for the 
screed to dry. 


The insulating efficiency of vermiculite 
screeds not only means a saving in heating 
plant expenditure and fuel costs but more 
comfortable conditions during summer 
months. Where heat cannot be lost 
neither can it be gained. A useful com- 
parison of density and thermal conductivity 
eM value) is shown in the following 
table:

Strength of Screeds 


The Building Research Station recently 
conducted tests to ascertain the strength 
of a vermiculite light-weight roof or floor 
screed as judged by its ability to carry 
concentrated point-loads as distinct from 
large distributed loads. Since in general 
practice a sand/cement topping is placed 
on vermiculite concrete screeds, this type of 
composite screed was used in the test. 


The results disclose that the resistance to 
loading is largely dependent on the thick- 
ness of the topping rather than on the 
actual vermiculite concrete. It was found 
that a #in. topping resulted in a 5O per 
cent. greater strength than that obtained 
with a # in. topping, irrespective of the mix 
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ratio of the vermiculite concrete screed laid 
underneath. 

Two vermiculite concrete screeds (a) mix 
ratio 8: 1 and (b) mix ratio 6: 1 were each 
topped with %in. thickness of 4:1 sand/ 
cement topping. The method of testing 
was under a concentrated load on 1 sq. in. 
of the surface. A mean strength of 1,130 |b. 
per sq. in. was recorded. A third screed, 
a 5:1 mix ratio with a } in. thick topping 
resulted in a mean strength of 1,770 Ib. 
per sq. in. In every case, loading was 
continued on the composite screed until 
fracture occurred.

The figures of 750 Ib. and 500 lb. 
recommended as the maximum concen- 
trated load on 1 sq. in. will be seen to allow 
an ample safety margin. 

In actual practice the thickness of the 
sand/cement topping to be used in a given 
situation must be determined by considera- 
tions of the imposed load. A minimum 
thickness of # in., however, is deemed 
desirable for floor screeds and # in. topping 
is considered adequate for all normal roof 
screeds. 


Manufactured Products 


No survey of vermiculite concrete usage 
could be complete without referring to the 
steadily widening range of manufactured 
products. 

Currently attracting special attention are 
vermiculite/concrete panels for encasing 
structural steelwork as fire protection and 
vermiculite concrete blocks used chiefly 
for non-load bearing partition walls. 

Tests carried out on the panels by the 
Fire Research Organisation have given 
excellent results. With 1 in. thick panels, 
for example, a two-hour rating is obtained 
and with 2 in. a four-hour rating. The 
panels are easily fixed in position, being 
either screwed, stuck or wired together, 
and in large buildings their light weight 
can lead to important savings in the 
foundation work and quantity of steel used. 

The vermiculite concrete blocks with 
their light weight are particularly suited 
for partition walls in the conversion of 
existing buildings where the load on floors 
must be kept down as much as possible, 
and are widely employed for this use. 
Their good thermal insulating value plus 
their high fire resistance also make them an 
excellent backing for exterior curtain- 
walling panels.

NEW INVENTION 
Metering Flushing Valve 


A NEW automatic valve to replace the 
+™ usual lavatory cistern and ball valve 
now in general use has been patented by 
Mr. H. C. Gould, 9, Hill-avenue, Grantham, 
Lincs. The valve is claimed to be quiet in 
operation, small in size and easy to install. 

To flush the lavatory pan it is only neces- 
sary to press the plunger on top of the valve. 
The required quantity of water is then 
metered through the valve and the valve 
closes automatically. 

The valve can be installed to replace a 
cistern and can be connected to any type of 
pan. It can be placed in any convenient 
position and at any height. When installing, 
the metering valve is adjusted to suit the 
local mains pressure, after which it should 
require no attention as there is nothing to 
get out of order. 

As the valve works direct from the water 
main it can be operated repeatedly in quick 
succession if necessary. 

When new lavatory pans are being 
designed the valve can be incorporated so 
that it forms part of the design. This would 
add greatly to the general appearance and 
would further simplify installation work. 
All piping can be concealed. 

The valve is simple in construction and 
the cost, it is believed, would be well within 
the cost of the cistern and ball valve which 
it replaces. 

Description—The valve consists of a 
valve body containing a cylindrical valve 
spool which can move endwise in the body 
to open and close the valve. An annular 
groove in the spool registers with the inlet 
and outlet ports in the body when the spool 
is in the lower position, thus connecting the 
inlet to the outlet. A water channel in the 
body connecting the inlet to the base of the 
valve keeps the spool normally in the top, 
or closed, position by providing a head 
of pressure on the end face of the spool. 

A metering valve is inserted in a drilling 
connecting the top of the valve body to the 
water outlet. This is adjustable so that the 
volume of water used (about two gallons) 
can be regulated to suit the pressure when 
the valve is installed. 

An operating plunger is situated at the 
top of the valve the stem of which passes 
through the spool. The plunger has a 
conical valve at its lower end which, when 
the plunger is pressed, fits into the valve 
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Sectional view of the valve 





seat in the base of the body and cuts off 
pressure to the spool face. 

A spring interposed between the head of 
the plunger and the top of the spool has a 
double function. When the valve is closed 
the spring keeps the valve head of the 
plunger hard up to the face of the spool, 
thus preventing leaks, and when the plunger 
is pressed the spring is further compressed 
and so forces the spool down to open the 
flushing valve. An ‘O’ ring is fitted under 
a collar at the top of the spool to prevent 
egress of water and ingress of air. This 
is kept in slight compression by the spring. 

Operation—\n normal operation the 
plunger is pressed and then released as soon 
as the water starts to flow from the outlet. 
When the plunger is pressed pressure to the 
face of the valve spool is cut off and the 
spool commences to move down under 
spring pressure, thus opening the flush. 

As the spool moves down, the water which 
it displaces moves to the top of the body 
via the central hole. The spool is there- 
fore in balance and free to move under 
spring pressure. When the plunger is 
released the bottom valve opens under mains 
pressure, assisted by the spring, and the 
spool commences to move upwards to close 
the valve. The time taken to close the 
valve can be regulated by the metering 
valve, as mentioned above. 

Manufacture-——The valve is intended to 
be made of hard brass, chromium plated. 
As the spool has a_ slide-valve action 
reliance is placed upon a fine machine finish 
to close limits in the bore of the body and 
on the cylindrical face of the spool to pro- 
vide and maintain a leak-free valve, and 
also to offer a uniform resistance so that 
all valves operate at a similar hand pressure. 
With a valve of this nature, provided a 
really high standard of workmanship is 
maintained, many years of trouble-free 
service should be given. 


LOCAL AUTHORITY 
HOUSING 


Increase in Hull Programme 


A LARGE increase in Hull’s housing pro- 
. gremme was announced at the Hull 
Housing Committee meeting on January 13. 
Mr. A. Raxkrve, OBE, ARIBA, Hull City 
Architect. said it would be possible to start 
work on 734 dwellings this year, subject to 
the necessary approvals 

It had been stated in a previous report 
that the estimated total was 494. The in- 
crease w?s due to the preparation of detailed 
plans. additional small sites and the decision 
to erect flats in one residential area. 

Mr. C. H. PoLrarp, the City Treasurer, 
announced thet applications for houses at 
the end of the vear totalled 16.789. Since 
the end of the war accommodation had been 
provided for 14.710 families. During 1957, 
836 houses and flats had been built by the 
Corporation. 


Chesterfield to Halt New Building 


CHESTERFIELD RURAL Councit decided on 
January 11 to call a halt on new building 
for at least six months, and to increase 
council house rents bv one-fifth. CLLR. 
Water Everett, chairman of the housing 
committee, said: ‘It was at this time last 
vear the Council intended to stabilise rents 
for the next two years. It is with consider- 
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able regret we have to impose these further 
increases. Whether we like it or not, this 
Council is compelled to meet the situation 
before it. 

* The rise of two per cent. in interest rates 
has added a further 13s. 10d. a week per 
house to the loss for each three-bedroom 
house.” 

He added, ‘ without this rent increase the 
loss on each three-bedroom house built for 
the slum-clearance would, if loans are 
accepted at seven per cent., have risen to 
about £65 a year.’ 

CLLR. EVERETT pointed out that there were 
900 dwellings in contract or partly completed 
at present, and said a building halt must 
be called. He went on, ‘The halt will be 
for at least six months. No new houses 
will be placed in contract until June next.’ 


EDUCATION IN THE 
INDUSTRY 


Board of Building Education’s 
New Publication 


URING the last decade there has been 
extensive development of the educa- 
tional services in Great Britain and, especi- 
ally, in the last two years, in the field of 
technica] education. Education for industry 
is now acknowledged as of vital importance 
for the national well-being. and this has 
created a need for explicit guidance for both 
students and employers. 

* Education in Great Britain with particu- 
lar reference to the Building Industry ° gives 
detailed information upon education for the 
building industry from craft to managerial 
level. It embraces pre-apprenticesh'p train- 
ing, general building education, including the 
National Certificate and Diploma Scheme, 
supervisory studies, industr'al training and 
notes on the City Livery Companies and 
other organis*tions connected with building 
education. There are sections on Building 
Research and on Education and Training 
for Management. 

All this is preceded by a review of the 
educational system, including central and 
local administrat‘on, and of varicus types of 
educational institutions from primary 
schools to universities. The whole, it is 
stated, forms an invalusble educational 
guide for those in the bui'd ng industry and 
is unique in bringing together in one volume 
information which has hitherto been avail- 
able only from a wide variety of sources. 

The book has been prepared by a com- 
mittee of the Board of Build'ng Education, 
which was set up bv the Inst'tute of Builders 
in collaboration with the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Emplovers to advise 
on methods and standards of technical edu- 
cation and practical tra‘ning for executive, 
administrative and m-nagerial pos'tions in 
building. The resesrch ws undertaken 
initially to provide a work of reference for 
members of the Board. The result was a 
compendium which rhe Board fe!t might be 
of use and interest to some outside its own 
immediate circle, especially to technical in- 
stitutions and to employers and students in 
the building industry.

‘BUILDING PROGRESS ’ 
EXHIBITION 


Opening at Bristol Building 
Centre 


R. M. W. BENNITT, Under-Secretary, 
Ministry of Works (Building Industry 
and Materials Division), opened the MoW 
‘Building Progress’ Exhibition at the 
Bristol Building Centre on January 13. In 
his address he said: ‘It is up to all of us 
to cheapen building so that we can get a 
bigger programme for the same amount of 
money. One should not feel unduly alarmed 
about an industry which has a turnover of 
£2,000m. a year. In this town a lot of work 
seems to be going on, and there are a lot 
of opportunities for work to be done. The 
long-term view is pretty rosy. 

‘ As for this exhibition itself—if you look 
at the various panels you will see the key 
to what we are trying to show, for these 
‘earlier panels give various ways of increas- 
ing productivity, cheapening building and 
improving efficiency. 

“There is a danger in looking at new 
techniques and materials and not looking 
beyond them. There is not much point in 
putting up ‘a building in bright new 
materials if you have then to spend a lot 
of money keeping the sun or rain out, or 
cleaning the face. These problems have 
got te be taken into account if you decide 
to use the new materials. Then progress 
is really made.’ 

Mr. KENNETH NEALON, FRIBA, FRICS, 
vice-president of the Bristol and Somerset 
Society of Architects, in introducing Mr. 
Bennitt, said: ‘This Building Centre is a 
new venture which has got off to a very 
good start and of which we have very high 
hopes.’ The exhibition, he said, was the 
first of a series to be held at the Centre, 
which would do much to improve efficiency 
in the building industry. 

Continuing, he said: ‘The question of 
efficiency is very important at this time with 


the credit squeeze stopping continuous pro- 
duction and interrupting the continuity of 
work,’ he went on. ‘The position is arriv- 
ing where people wonder what is going 
to happen with this credit squeeze, and 
already one reads reports of concern. 
Increased efficiency in the industry would 
help to iron out these ups and downs.’ 

Mr. EveELYN FREETH, principal of the 
Royal West of England Academy School 
of Architecture, proposed the vote of thanks 
to Mr. Bennitt. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


School Building Programme 


A REPORT by the Worcestershire County 
Council’s Sites and Buildings Sub- 
Committee presented to the County Educa- 
tion Committee at its meeting on January 
13 states that a ceiling expected to be 
£55,000 is to be placed by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on the 
minor building programme for the 15 
months from January, 1958, to March, 
1959. This compares with the committee’s 
current rate of expenditure of approximately 
£100,000 in each 12 months’ period. Next 
year’s building programme includes sub- 
stantial extensions to Kidderminster King 
Charles I Grammar School.

From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA.—The world’s most up-to- 
date roller-bearing factory is to be estab- 
lished at Ballarat, Victoria, by the Ameri- 
can firm of Timken, Canton, Ohio. A 
spokesman of the firm’s Australian sub- 
sidiary said on arrival in Melbourne re- 
cently from the United States that £2m. 
would be spent on the factory as a first 
step. 

INDIA.—An agreement has been reached 
in principle between the Government of 
India and the Burmah Oil Company/ Assam 
Oil Company to exploit the oil reserves dis- 
covered in the Nahorkatiya, Hugrijan and 
Noran areas of Assam. The conclusion of 
this agreement opens up the prospect of 
business for manufacturers of pipeline and 
refinery equipment and pumping machinery, 
It involves the construction of pipelines 
from the oilfields to the proposed refineries 
and two new refineries. The construction 
of the pipelines will be the responsibility 
of a new company which will be formed 
jointly by the Burmah Oil Company and 
the Government of India, and, as a prelimin- 
ary to its formation, International Petroleum 
Consultants Inc. have been appointed for 
the carrying out of a survey on behalf of 
the production company to determine the 
routes the pipelines should follow. They 
will be built in two stages—the first to run 
from the oilfields at Nahorkatiya to a new 
refinery to be built in Assam, the second 
will run from Assam to another refinery at 
Barauni. 

The Government have appointed con- 
sultants (Foster Wheeler, Ltd.) to advise 
them on the exact location of the two re- 
fineries and their report is expected in 
March. By the end of April, therefore, the 
Government expect to be ready to appoint 
consultants for the construction of at least 
one of the refineries. Their present hope 
is that they will find a single organisation 
or consortium able to offer a ‘ package’ 
deal, ie., willing not only to order the 
equipment needed for the refinery but to 
supervise its erection and train Indian staff 
—and perhaps to operate the refinery at 
least in the initial stage. 

IRAN.—The Ministry of Industry has 
recommended a loan for the construction of 
a factory producing aluminium goods. . 
The High Economic Council and _ the 
Cabinet have agreed that British, German, 
Japanese and Italian concerns should be in- 
vited to renew their interest in the Lar 
Valley project and to open discussions with 
the Tehran Water Board, who are respon- 
sible for its execution. . . . Tenders for 
the electrification of 12 provincial towns 
have been called for and will be submitted 
on February 9. ... A contract has been 
signed by the Tehran Electricity Board with 
the financier Mr. Vahabzadeh for the con- 
struction of a 50,000-kW  power-station 
(capacity to be increased later to about 
100,000 kW) in the Tehran area. . . . The 
High Oil Council has approved the con- 
struction of a six-inch pipeline from Tehran 
to Resht on the Caspian Sea, a distance of 
about 300 kilometres, at a cost of £3m.

The distinguished 
American architect Frank Lloyd Wright 
has produced his preliminary drawings for 
the Saghdad Opera House on a site which 
he nas selected on the island in the 
Tigris. . . . The Director of Jails has an- 
nounced that the call for tenders for the 
new Central Jail will probably be announced 
next spring. A site has been selected near 
Baghdad and accommodation on modern 
lines is to be provided for 4,000 prisoners. 
... lhe Iraq Minister of Economics on his 
return from the UK has confirmed that his 
Government is in favour of an artificial 
islani terminal in Iraqi territorial waters 
which will enable exports of oil to be in- 
creased to well over 20 million tons per 
year. 


NETHERLANDS.—The Municipality of 
Rotterdam has announced a plan for the 
construction of a large new dock system 
on the tip of the island of Rozenburg on 
the southern shore of the ‘ New Waterway,’ 
which connects Rotterdam with the sea. The 
project has been given the name ‘ Europort.’ 
The site available covers an area of 3.875 
acres. The dock area will be two and a half 
miles long with a 44 ft. draught and will 
be accessible to ships of 65,000 tons and 
larger. There will be a special dock for 
river vessels with a connecting canal for 
inland navigation parallel to the ‘New 
Waterway.” A 2,325-acre area is being allo- 
cated for the construction of factories and 
there are possible plans for a blast furnace 
and steelworks, a coal-processing plant and 
a repair yard for large vessels in addition 
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de § to various facilities for the storage of bulk 
. cargoes and oil. The Burgomaster of 
- Rotterdam has stated that a number of com- 





panies have already shown interest in the 
new project. The initial cost for building 
the dock system will be in the region of 
£16m. and a substantial part of the work 
will be undertaken before 1960. . . . The 
£24m. Delta Plan which has now been passed 
by the Netherlands Government constitutes 
the biggest hydraulic engineering project in 
the history of the Netherlands. The Bill 
was passed with only a few small amend- 
ments and will now enable the authorities 
concerned to plan more work on the pro- 
ject, which will take 25 years to complete. 
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NORWAY.—A final agreement has now 
been signed between Norway and the Soviet 
Union for the building of hydro-electric 
power stations along the River Pasvik, which 
forms the frontier between the two countries. 
The Russians plan to build three stations, 
one with a capacity of 45,000 kW and two 
of 17,000 kW. Norway intends to build a 
station at Skogfoss with a 65,000 kW capa- 
city. The Soviet Union has indicated that 
it would like Norwegian contractors to build

at least one of their stations, probably the 
largest. 


PORTUGAL.—The Minister of Public 
Works spoke about the development of the 
Portuguese road system recently. About 
£75m. is to be spent on the roads during 
the period 1956 to 1970 and in addition to 
the sum allotted in this programme a further 
£750,000 has been set aside. . . . It is an- 
nounced that the preliminary work for the 
construction of the Arrabida bridge is com- 
pleted and that tenders are to be put out 
for work on the first phase of the construc- 
tion of the approach roads. . . . The Gulben- 
kian Foundation has issued a list of endow- 
ments made during the year which includes 
up to £250,000 for the establishment of a 
Calouste Gulbenkian Institute in the Lisbon 
National Civil Engineering Laboratory, 
Avenida do Bresil, Lisbon, which is to re- 
search into basic problems of civil engineer- 
ing. Other smaller sums are given for an 
electro-microscope laboratory and for an 
agrarian economy research centre to be 
attached to the Foundation. The address of 
the Gulbenkian Foundation is Rua de S. 
Nicolau, 23-D.... 


British Firm Wins £1m. Order 


The British firm of Aveling-Barford, Ltd., 
won a £l1m. contract recently to supply 
motor graders and spares to the Argentine. 
The order was gained in spite of intense 
competition from manufacturers all over the 
world. Under the contract the Grantham 
firm, who are manufacturers of road-mak- 
ing and earth-moving equipment, will supply 
170 road-building ten-ton motor graders 
and spare parts. 

As part of their service, a team of in- 
structors in operation and maintenance will 
leave for the Argentine next month to put 
the first machines to work on extensive road 
construction projects in Buenos Aires.

‘Serious Outlook for 
Contractors ” 





HE serious outlook for the construc- 
tional and contracting trades was 
stressed by Mr. ALISTAIR D. Ocitvy, chair- 
man of the Scottish Plant Owners’ Associa- 
tion, speaking at the annual dinner in 
Glasgow on January 16. ‘The Govern- 
ment’s intention to maintain anti-inflation 
measures for at least the next two years 
must give us all something to think about,’ 
he said. ‘Up to recently, we have all been 
working to full capacity. A series of finan- 
cial brakes have been applied, the most 
recent of which is the increase in the Bank 
Rate, showing that the Government is de- 
termined to reduce the rate of investment 
in building and civil engineering works. 

‘The dearer money policy is now the 
limiting factor as far as our industry is 
concerned, and the high Bank Rate is caus- 
ing many local authorities to think twice 
before asking for authorisation. 

‘We are told by the Government that the 
present economic crisis will not affect the 
road programme,’ he went on. ‘In spite of 
this statement, the programme is develop- 
ing very slowly in Scotland. The restrictive 
measures, however, must be only temporary, 
as there is a very large volume of work 
still to be carried out.’
